Flows expected to remain high

TWIN FALLS - A dozen flooded resi- 
dents around the Magic Valley may see 
slight or no rises in (he Snake River in 
the next several days, but they tviU have 
little relief from the flows for a while, say 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation and 
National Weather Service.

Following last week’s con- 
frontation, the United States and 
Britain submitted a re.solucion to 
ban Iraqi soldiers, police and 
intelligence officers from travel- 
ing abroad without permission 
and CO suspend revieivs of the 
sanctions until October. 

But Russia, Cliina and France 
opposed tlie punitive measures, 
and the Russians threatened to 
veto the rc.solucion. The Russians 


submitied (heir own resolution 
which would coiulemn Ira<| but 
contained no sanctions. 

During a meeting Saturday 
morning in Deliver, Clinton urged 
Yeltsin to join in seeking to iso- 
late “rogue states seeking i<> 
develop wea|x>iis of mass destruc- 
tion.'' 

Yeltsin agreed, and conciliato- 
ry language was crafted by 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright and Russian Foreign 
Minister Yevgeny Primakov, the 
official said. 

“They struck an agreement 
enabling the Russians to vote 
'yes' and would ensure that the 
Russians were on board for the 
prinL-ipIe of additional sanctions" 
if necc.s.sary, the official said. 

The official said Washington 
hoped Cliina would not veto tiic 
resolution now that Russia sup- 
ported it. lie said I'rancc might 
abstain too. The five permanent 
council members — the United 
States, Russia, China, France and 
Britain — can veto rc.solutions. 

Iraq says it has the right to 
restrict access to sensitive sites 
(hat affect national security and 
die safely of its president. It has 
accused the United States of 
using the U.N. inspectors as a 
cover for gathering intelligence. 


U.N. may send force to Republic of Congo 


UNIlTiD NATIONS (AP) — U.N. 
Secretary-General Kofi Annan 
asked the Security Council on 
Saturday to authorize a multina- 
tional force for die Republic of die 
Congo to prevent a resurgence of 
figliung. 

The 15-member council 
planned to consider the request 


later Sacurd,iy. 

It was made after the presi- 
dent of Gabon, Omar Bongo, 
warned that the current cease- 
fire was "particularly fragile” 
and that fighting could erupt 
when it expires at tlie end of 
next week. 

• In a letter to die council, Annan 


recommended that at least 1,600 
troops, plus miliiiiry obscn'crs, be 
sent to secure the Brazzaville air- 
port. 

I Ic said die force could cither be 
sent by African states with 
Security Council approval or by 
die United Natioas using primarily 
African units.

For an industry fearful tliot cost- 
ly new Iaw.sui(s could jeopardize 40 
years of legal victories, and for 
hcaldi advocates desperate to curb 
a rising epidemic of teen-age smok- 
ing, tire April gathering was a cal- 
culated ri4<. 

“I've got a hide boy. His name is 
Kyle, and he’s 10 years old. And 
every day when Pve been in the 
room, that’s who Pve been thinking 
about," said Mississippi Attorney 
General Michael Moure, a col- 
league of Cregoire wlio led the bar- 
gaining team of ond-u^-uxo liaivks.

Chicago mayor seeks ‘respect’ for city 

SAN FRANCISCO — In tones embodying Uie rough and tumijic, 
plain-talking style of the dty he governs, Chicago Mayor Richard M. 
Daley demanded Saturday that federal and state governments give 
urban centers sorely needed aid and a measure of respect. 

Daley, outgoing president of the U.S. Conference of Mayors, also 
told more than 300 dty leaders at die group’s annual convention that 
Washington should do more leading dian folloivingwhen it comes to 
helping coastinients. 

As an example, Daley said local government — not Wasliington 
lawmakers — can take aedit for die nadonal drive to ovcrliaiil tlie 
nation’s welfare system. 

“That’s how national ivclfarc reform became a national priority. 
Slates became laboratories for welfare reform, and after several 
years of succcs.s, the federal govemmem followed dicir lead," Daley 
said. , 

Daley said the war aga^st drugs is another example nf how die 
federal government has faded local nudiorities. 

“For too long, local governments have had to devote our energies 
to fighting the drug war, even ihougli those drugs are not grown nr 
produced in our cities," Daley said. "Administrations and 
Congresse.s from both parties have been a pan of diis nationid ftiil- 
ure.” 

Baby sitter’s family doesn't want inquiry 

BOSTON — Michael Kennedy’.s conduct was ‘’mitragcou.s,’' bin 
if a young woman cooperated in a higli-profile statutory rape case 
against him it would harm her physical and mental health, the 
young vvoman’s family says. 

Robert Popeo, the family’s attorney, said the family want.s 
Norfolk Cotmey District Attorney Jeffrey Locke to drop the probe 
because it is not in the young woman’s best interests. 
Rs>'chothenipists advised the young woman, now 19, that pursuing ' 
the case would be bad for her, I’opco said. 

“There ha.s been an outrageous breach of trust by Michael 
Kennedy that has caused considerable irauma to the entire (baby 
sitter’s) family and, notwithstanding that, because of the imore.sts 
of their daughter, they will not proceed." I’opco said. “’Iliey'vo 
asked (Locke) to terminate the investigation .so they can return to 
; the privacy of their lives and the nnnnalcy that they are entitled 
to enjoy." 

I’opeo also warned Kennedy, the son of the late Sen. Roben F. 
Kennedy, to stay away from the baby sitter, who is now a student 
at Boston University. “If Michael Kennedy in any way sought to 
interfere with the (baby sitter) in an unacceptable way, that 
would be met with stem legal consequence.s,” I’opeo .said. 

A spokesman for Locke’s office .said Locke had no comment on 
the case. The secretary for Michael Kennedy’s lawyer, Thomas • 
Dwyer, said Dwyer had no comment. Kennedy has n<ii been 
charged with any crime. 

I’opco said he would not comment on Kennedy’s guilt or inno- 
cence and he wouldn’t comment on alleged facts in the ease. But 
he acknowledged that the lack of cooperation from the former 
baby sitter would dc.il a major blow to the DA’s prosecution of the 
c.Tse. 

Judge axes New York’s anti-sex Internet law 

NEW YORK — A New York law that threatened cyberspace 
pedophiles with prison terms was well-intentioned but uncoastitu- 
tional, a federal judge ruled in blocking the fledgling Internet 
indecency statute. 

U.S. District Judge Loretta.I’rcska blocked enforcement of tlie 
law in a temporary injunction Issued Friday. She said the Internet 
• cannot become cluttered by conflicting and confusing .staie-by- 
siaic legislation. 

“llie protection of cliildrcn from pedophilia is an entirely valid 
and laudable goal of state legislation,” Preska wrote. “The New 
York act’s attempts to effectuate that goal, hqwever, fall afoul of 
the (federal) Commerce Clause.” 

Tilt U.S. Supreme Court Ls c.vpected to rule this montii on feder- 
al Internet legislation. 

The New York legislation, signed into law by Gov. George 
Pataki nine months ago, made it a crime to .send se.\ually c.vplicit 
materials to children via computer. Adults soliciting children for 
sex via the Internet faced felony prosecution under the law. Those 
convicted of such crimes faced up to seven years in prison. The 
state has not prosecuted anyone for violating the .statute.

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Leaders discuss lurking problems 


DENVER (AP) — With no cri- 
' sis seizing their aitcniion, world 
summit leaders focused Saturday 
on problems lurking ahead in the 
21 St century — from the health 
and pension nccd.s of aging popu- 
lations to infectious diseases that 
- can race around the globe. 

"Norte of our nations can meet 
these challenges alone, ” 
President Clinton said as he 
opened the 23rd annual meeting 
of industrialized nations. 

I'he presidents and prime min- 
isters gathered at the Denver 
Public Library, where they 
walked on fossil-cmbcddcd lime- 
stone floors and looked out at the 
foothills of the snowcapped 
Rockies. 

Concerned about the brittle 
peace in Bosnia, the leaders 
issued a statement demanding 
fiilftllmcnt of the promises of the 
1993 Dayton accords. “There 
must be justice in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina if peace is to 
endure." they declared. 

Declaring they would not 
relent, the leaders said “the 
international community will 
maintain a long-term engage- 
ment” in the divided country and 
the Iktlkans as a wiiolc. 

While much of the language in 
the final communique was pre- 
cooked weeks ago. a fight did 
break out over the language in 
the envtromncnial section. 

The Europeans were pushing 
for protection nf forest land and 
the csiublislunem tif firm targct.s 
for the reduction of carbon diox- 
ide emissions to fight global 
warming. The United States, 
which has the highest per capita 
level of emissioas of carlmn diox- 
ide in the world, wanted to avoid 
l>eing Iixrked in lu a firm target. 

The leaders downgraded the 
traditional economic commu- 
nique to a simple statement 
expressing their usual platitudes 
about Che need to pursue a coor- 
dinated siraicg>’ to promote glob- 
al prosperity.

Industrial nations separate 
goals to be prosperous 


DENVER (AP) — The United 
Siate.s needs to guard against 
inflation, Japan must avoid a bol- 
loaning of its trade .surpluses and 
France, Germany and Italy must 
subdue stubbornly high unem- 
ployment, the world’s riche.st 
indusiriai countries said 
Saturday in a draft economic 
statement. 

Tlte nine-page statement, a 
copy of which was obtained by 
The .As.sociatcd Press, was to.be 
released at the close of a onc- 
hmir discussion of economic 
issues Saturday afternoon at the 
23 rd summit of industrial powers. 

The policy prescriptions for 
each couniiy were vague but the 
document marked the first time 
since 1993 tliat the summit lead- 
ers felt the need to spell out sepa- 
rate economic goals for each 
nation. 

The economic ^ssion was the 
only meeting where Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin was 
excluded from the newly 
renamed Summit of the Eight. 


He was having an economic ses- 
sion'nll his own, meeting with 
U.S. military contractors. 

All eight countries were to 
release a joint statement on 
geopolitical is.sues at the conclu- 
sion of three days of mcciing.s 
today. 

In addition to the separate poli- 
cy prescriptions for each nation, 
the economic statement aLso 
pledged an additional $300 mil- 
lion to help Ukraine build a nciv 
concrete shell to cover the 
remains to the destroyed 
Chernobyl reactor in (he 
Ukraine. Thu effort had already 
cost $1 billion. 

Tiic statement also endorsed 
an effort to moke bribety of piitv 
lie officials by foreign companies 
illegal. Currently, only the 
United States has laws against 
such bribery and the Clinton 
administration has been pushing 
ocher countries to outlaw the 
practice so that U.S. firms will 
not be at a disadvantage in the 
competition for ^olxd business. 
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forces arc drawing our nations 
closer together, delivering the 
promi-se of prosperity and securi- 
ty to more people than ever." 

“And as barriers fall.” he said, 
"problems th.it start in one coun- 
try can spread quickly in another, 
whether they are currency crises, 
organized crime our outbreaks of 
deadly diseases." 

Clinton said he would press for

Inquiring shoppers want to know: Bill would 
require country-of-origin labels on produce 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Clothes carry them. So do auto- 
mobiles, children’s toys, comput- 
ers and most other products sold 
in America. 

Bui in tiie produce depart- 
ments of most ./Vmcrican grocery 
stores, there arc no labels on 
fruit and vegetables to tell con- 
sumers which countries tiiey 
came from. 

From artichokes to zucchini, 
fresii produce has largely been 
exempted from country-of-origin 
labeling laws since they were 


first passed in ilie 1930s. 

Sponsors of legislation in 
Congress that would retiuire gro- 
cery stores to use signs telling 
shoppers tvhere the produce origi- 
nated soy it’s a consumer's right 
to know — particularly in liglu of 
incidents such as the recent out- 
break of hepatitis from Mexican 
strawberries. 

“This is a common-sense way 
of providing the American con- 
sumer with basic information 
about the produce they may 
want to purchase,” said Rep. 


Sonny Bono, K-Cniif., the main 
sponsor. 

Right now, only the shipping 
container of frtiit and vegetables 
carries the country-of-origin 
label. 

Bonn’s bill would require 
retailers to jdace a “dear and vis- 
ible sign” where the produce is 
sold or face fines of Sl.OOO initial- 
ly and 5250 a day.

The Republican bill includes a 
SSOO-pcr-child credit, education 
tax incentives and reductions in 
capittd-gains and estate taxes. 

While agreeing on broad out- 
lines of the package. Democrats 
say the GOP bill benefits the ridi 
more chan the middle class and 
poor. Unlike the House GOP bill, 


a Democratic version provides 
benefits to people who don’t earn 
enough to pay taxes. 

House Democratic leader Dick 
Gephardt of Missouri said

New welfare laws go into 
effect July As part of the 
change, cash recipients are 
required to sign “personal 
responsibility" contracts. The 
deadline was Friday. 

The contracts arc designed to 
encourage recipients to get jobs.

“It’s only a windfall if you sell 
the permit," Tews said. 

And grazing reduces the fire 
danger, he said. 

That may be true in areas 
infested with cheat grass, but it is 
not always true on native range- 
land, BUI rangeland ecologist 
Mike Pcllant said. Grazing 
enough to remove the risk of fire 
can be hard on native grasses 
and can open the area ro weed 
invasion, he said. 

“Proper grazing can reduce the 
risk of fire," he said. “But you 
have to be careful.” 

Some scientists, however, say 
livestock also help spread weed 
sfccds, and stands of ungrazed 
native grasses can fend off weed 
invasions. 

The government pays for fight- 
ing fires and reseeding the bums. 
And the BLM pays for the pipe 
and fencing materials that rancii- 
ers install and maintain. 

Ranchers often help fight the 
fires, and sometimes they are the 
first on the scene. /\nd ranchers 
have put in their own money for 
stock water pipelines in addition 
to what the BLM pays. Ranchers 
put up $300,000 to build the 
House Creek pipeline, one of the 
first in the Jarbidge Resource 
Area. 

. Ranchers say they have 
worked for it, and it only make.s 
.sense to let them benefit by graz- 
ing some of the c.xtm grass. 

Extra grass 

So where did all the extra grass 
come from? 

The Jarbidge Resource ^\rea - 
running from Salmon Falls Creek 
to the Bruncau River, and from 
the Snake River to Nevada - gets 
a lot of lighming strikes. 

Past grazing practices and the 
introduction of cheat grass have 
led to larger, more fj-cquent fires. 
Reseeding the land over the 
years, ostensibly to prevent soil 
-oro.sion and combat weeds,- has -- 
transformed 600,000 to 700,000 
acres of sagebrush in the 
Jarbidge Resource Area to crest- 
ed wheatgrass scedings. 

From 1992 through 1996, the 
BLM spent more than S6.2 mil- 
lion fighting firc.s and more than 
S6.S million on fire rehabilita-

Replacing thousands of acres 
of sagebrush with crested wheat 
lias resulted in a decline in sage 
grouse, which rely on sagebrush 
and other small plants, die Idaho 
Department of FLsh and Game 
says. 

In 1987, Fish and Game biolo- 
gists counted about 1,500 birds in 
14 areas. In 1996, they found only 
5-i3 birds'in those same areas. 
Region 4 biologist Randy Smith 
said. 

The BLM now tries to mix in 
as much seed of native species, 
including sagebrush, as it can 
get when reseeding burned 
areas. 

But Fish and Game is con- 
cerned about what happens when 
sagebrush starts coming back. 
With more sagebrush there will 
be less grass. Biologists would 
like to sec 15 to 25 percent sage- 
brush to support-sage grouse. 
Smith said. 

The BLM, however, has no 
plans to turn over all the extra 
grass to livestock, Hocm said. 

Within the 1.5 million acres of 
the resource area there arc 
places for livestock, recrcaiiim, 
w,-uershed protection and 
wildb’fc. 

But perhaps not :iU in the same 
place, he said.

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Homogenization creeps over the world 


F rom Pasadena’s Colorado 

Boulevard to dmvntmm Monti- 
ccUo, N.Y.. and from comro- 
%'crsics about coffee shops in 
various American neighbor- 
hoods tu siiffcning resistance to a single 
European currency and other devices of 
European unification, many apparently 
dissimilar skirmishes arc aau^y aspcct.s 
of a single quickening argument about 
the proper jurisdiction of politics. 

These skirmishes arc facets of a revolt 
against economics, and a rcassertion of 
the sovereignty of politics. Tlic revolt pits 
poliiics against markets m the discom- 
fort of conservatives, but often docs so in 
tile name of values with conservative res- 
onance. 

Colorado Boulevard, wiiich once had a 
distinctively Pasadena flavor — and a 
domi-at-ihc-hccls aspea — has experi- 
enced what if irongs of contented cus- 
tomers call a rcviv’al. Tlic uncntlirallcd 
call it the Chain Store Massacre. Block- 
buster, Banics & Noble, Banana Repub- 
lic, 'The Cheesecake Faaory liavc arrived. 
'The market has spoken: Commerce is 
humming. But, critics say, the Boulevard 
could be anytvhcre, a nuidomly sliced 
portion of homogenized America. 

In MonticcUo, N.Y., and in many simi- 
lar small towns, local merchants have 
waged war against Wal-Mart. Its leverage 
irith its s'cndors enables it to buy cheap, 
and thus to sell cheaper than Main Street 
merchants can. Local merchants argue, 
not altogether altruistically, that wliile 
tills serves consumers, consumers also 
are citizens whose doniitowns can be- 
come ghost towns because of retailing be- 
hemoths along the higliway at the edge 
of town. Tills takes a toll not only on the 
local i;ix base, but on community interac- 
tion at familiar local sites tliat combine 
sociability with commerce. 

In various ncigliterhoods from Min- 
neapolis to San Francisco’s East Bay, 
people have picked up pikes and sabers 
to repel a boarder from Seattle — Star- 
bucks, liie rapidly expanding coffee store

Advocates of European unity argue 
that unification will conduce to economic 
rationality, and that the blurring of na- 
tional identities and the sublimation of 
social energies into commerce will con- 
duce to peace. Hence nation-states are 
anachronisms, and national sovereignty 
is a fiction refuted by “globalization,’’ 
meaning the velocity and mobility of eco- 
nomic activity in a wired world. There- 
fore national legislatures mu.st delegate 
more and more ftmetions to supranation- 
al entities, with consequent attenuation 
of democracy. 

Eurosceptics respond that in a civilized 
community’s life, the bottom line Is not 
the bottom line. Even if (which is not 
conceded) a single currency and the ced- 
ing of much economic and social policy- 
making to supranational entities would 
ma.'cimize Europe’s economic product, 
the price in lost community autonomy 
would be unconscionable. 

Advocates of European unification try 
to assuage anxieties by saying that there 
can be nations without nation states. 

They say national communities can re- 
tain “culturnT' identity even while ced- 
ing more and more political sovereignty. 
However, the logic of tlie subordination

T he Federal Emergency 
Management Agency’s 
heavily subsidized 
National Flood 
Insurance Program is 
like a siren of Lorelei, luring 
people to abandon their com- 
mon sense, damaging the envi- 
ronment and creating staggering 
liabilities for taxpayers. 
Congress’ generosity to this 
year’s flood victims will only 
confirm this mind-set. 

A report in the Idaho States- 
man on the spring deluge by the 
Boise River concluded that 
FEMA’s National Flood Insur- 
ance Program “has backfired — 
bringing more people into 
harm’s way’’ and has made risky 
development “look not only pos- 
sible, but attractive.” Doug 
I lardman, Boi.se-Ada County 
Emergency Services coordina- 
tor, observed that subsidized 
flood insurance “did exactly the 
opposite of what it was designed 
to do. It has encouraged people 
to move tJiere and encouraged 
developers to develop there.” 

' Scott Faber of American 
Rivers, a conservation organiza- 
tion, observed, “Prior lo the 
1960s, you didn’t have much 
development in flood prone 
areas bccau.se you couldn’t find 
any insurer crazy enough to 
undenvrite it. But the federal 
government came along and 
said it is OK — and we are going 
to make it financially po.ssiblc 
for you to live in a flood plain.” 
Now when floods occur, far more 
property is damaged than might 
otherwise have been the case if 
the federal insurance had not 
made it possible to build. 

FEMA is pretending that 
merely shifting the cost of flood 
damage from a homeowner to 
taxpayers in general is almost as 
good as preventing a flood. The 
agency is running a national tele- 
vision advertising campaign 
("Cover America”) urging 
Americans to buy into the flood 
insurance plan, FEMA director 
James Lee Witt declared last 
yean “The greater the coverage 
sve can achieve, the healthier the 
flood insurance program will be, 

- and there svill be less of a bur- • • 


den on the disaster program.” 
But according to one agency ana- 
Iy.st, “Tile way they adverti.se the 
flood insurance is disgusting. It 
is a Ponzi scheme — and they 
have 10 be (constantly) replen- 
ishing that .sucker because it is 
running dry. The (flood insur- 
ance plan) is amazingly gencr- 
ou.s: You arc talking of up to 
S250.000 for property damage 
coverage for only $300 a year for 
people living in a Rood zone — 
that is absurd.” Private insur- 
ance companies in some cases 
would charge a $10,000 annual 
premium for an insurance policy 
that FEMA gives away for a few 
hundred dollars a year. 

American taxpayers currently 
face more than $250 billion of 
exposure from government flood 
insurance policies. Tiie insur- 
ance fund ran out of money last 
year and FEMA had to borrow 
$600 million to replenish it. Witt 
told Congre.ss, “If flooding inci- 
dents drop to a more normal 
level, we expect tiiat we will pay 
the fund back within five years." 
Despite the red ink, Witt iiailed 
the insurance plan in congres- 
sional testimony last month as 
“another governmental success 
story.” However, this year’s del- 
uge of floods makes it clear that 
it is naive to expect the program 
to "get healthy” any time soon. 
Since FEMA is e.ssentially mas- 
sively subsidizing mo.st of the 
people who buy the policies — 
the more policies FEMA .sells, 
the greater the financial crasli 
and bum will be wlicn Mother 
Nature catches up with the 
agency. 

The flood insurance program 
illustrates the hypocrisy of the 
Clinton administration's envi- 
ronmental policy. Coastal wet- 
lands and river ilood plains arc 
aiHong the most sensitive habi- 
tats in the nation and are home 
• to large numbers of endangered 
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species. Thu Fi.sh and Wildlife 
Service, in its expansive inter- 
pretation of the Endangered 
Species Act, has prevented 
many private landowners from 
building on their own lands 
when there is even a minuscule 
risk that some endangered bird 
or rat species a few miles away 
miglit be discomfited. Yet no 
private landowner has adversely 
impacted luibitat for endan- 
gered spcdcs to tlic extent that 
governmental flood insurance 
ha.s. Far more land has been 
paved over, built upon and bull- 
dozed as a result of subsidized 
flood insurance than the amount 
of acreage coniroDcd by any pri- 
vate real estate cartel. 

Uncle Sam should get out of 
the flood insurance business. 
Individuals who choose to live in 
flood plains should no longer 
have their bad judgment subsi- 
dized by people living on moun- 
tain tops. And politicians should 
find some less environmentally 
damaging means of buying 
votes,

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Peacemaker or dictator? Cherokee chief kicks out fired marshals 


TAHLEQUAH, Okla. (AP) — A sim- 
mering dispute cm the Cherokee Nation 
led to a standoff bet^veen the chiefs pri- 
vate guards and deputies timt he fired as 
they began investigating whether admin- 
istrators misused tribal funds. 

The security force of Principal Chief 
Joe Byrd took over the tribal counhouse 
early Friday, seizing about 50 weapons 
from the fired marshals. Seven hours 
later, the confrontation ended peacefully 


when the guards turned over the 
weapons and documents to fcdcrnl 
agents. 

The dispute underlined an ongoing 
quarrel benveen Byrd and his supporters 
and others on the sprawling reservation 
in eastern Oklahoma. 

Byrd hired liis own guards after firing 
14 marshals in February when they 
seized documents from his office. A trib- 
al court reinstated the marshals, who 


then sec up operations in the ISdOs-cra 
courthouse. 

Several arrest warrants have been 
issued over the past few months for Byrd. 
Bui his supporters on the tribe’s legisla- 
tive body impeached the tlu-cc judges on 


the tribe's highest court who issu^ the 
warrants; it is unknown whether the 
impeachments are legal. 

Critics pin the strife squarely on Byrd, 
his supporters on the Tribal Council and 


the Bureau of IndituvUfairs. 

“In effect, what Joe Byrd has done 
with the help of eight council members 
and the BIA is established a dictator- 
ship," tribal Justice Dwight Birdwell 
said. "Fm calling on the president of the 
United States of Amcrica.to intervene ... 
and to reinstate thn constitution of the 
Cherokee Nation."

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Pleasant Valley lives up to its name 

New course south of Kimberly takes full advantage of southern Idaho landscape

KEVIBERLY - Imagine yourself stand- 
ing on a ivide swath of freshly cut grass, 
water cascading dosm the Rock Creek 
Canyon wall behind you and into a quiet 
fish pond. 

The creek runs by just a fesv feet 
away, gurgling behind a slice of aromat- 
ic sage and bitterbrush. Look closely 
and you might see a beaver working on 
a dam upstream, or a marmot sunning 
himself on a rock, or quail and grouse 
darting in the tall grass. 

Now if you can only make this putt ... 

That’s about the only problem with 
the newly opened Pleasant V^ey Golf 
Course south of Kimberly - the scenery 
could distract golfers from their game. 

“I asked the designer about purring in 
some more trees, but he said ‘You've got 
such great vieivs here, why ruin it irith 
too many trees?"' said Carl Feldhusen, 
who had the idea - and the land - for 
this course several years ago. 

It’s hard to argue, with Mount 
Harrison to the east and snow-capped 
peaks in almost any other direction on a

clear day. 

Standing at the edge of one of 
Pleasant Valley’s larger-chan-normal 
greens (each one is more than 6,00() 
square feet), one struggles to ima^ne 
that tills 47-acre sward of green was just 
a rocky pasture three years ago. 

It has not been officially rated by the 
Idaho Golf Association, but Pleasant 
Valley plays par 33 for men (2,647 
yards), 34 for women. It is the second 
nine-hole course to open in Twin Falls 
County this year, after Candicridge. 

The clientele here is decidedly more 
rural than at the dty course. Most of the 
folks in this secluded vale between 
Kimberly and the South Hills are farm- 
ers, and the course also has members 
from other nearby farming communi- 


ties, like Eden and Murcatigh. 

“The farmers out here have been talk- 
ing about this for three or four years," 
said Sue Feldhusen. 

The holes are pretty straighifonvard - 
long, with large greens. They are 
designed to give the beginning golfer a 
good start while still providing chal- 
lenge for more experienced players. 

■ "We want it to be a family-oriented 
place," Sue Feldhusen said. 
Entertainment options are few here, 
and most people don’t have time to 
drive into Twin Falls for a quick round. 

The longest hole is the 495-ynrd No. S, 
a par 5, which carries a major dogleg to 
the right. Two holes - Nos. 2 and 4 - go 
over a pond that contains canal water 
that is filtered to a crystal blue and sent 
cascading over the canyon wall. 

It is there, straddling that happy 
cataract, that one finds Pleasant 
Valley's signature hole - the 120-yard 
No. 7, where golfers tee off from the 
canyon rim to a green just beyond a 
pond on the canyon floor. 

It looks daunting at first, but even a 
duffer reponer quickly learns to loft the 
ball into the prevailing breeze, which

Holyfield-Tyson: Take Z 


If the smart Holyfield shows up in Vegas, ‘Iron Mike’ could cmmble again

Next weekend, in Las Vegas, they’ll be 
at it again, ^Iike Tyson and Evandor 
Holyfield. This, seven months after their 
first conflict in which Tyson, the self- 
described “baddest man on the planet” 
wound up the loser under the protection of 
the referee. 

Tiial happened in Round 11 with 
Holyfield pouring on punche.s with his 
riglii hand {nine in a row) and Tyson so 
wobbled that the human thing was for the 
referee to declare an unspoken “enough." 
The massacre could not continue. 

It was a complete victory for Holyfield, a 
breed apart from the quivering tomato 
cans Don King has lined up for Tyson 
through the years. Holyfield also had 
Ty.son on the floor in Round 6, and by 
Round 7 Tyson bad become the timid one 
with Holyfield daring him “to come in and 
fight." In the 10th round, the bell had 
saved Tyson. It had become a gruesome 
mismatch. 

And guess what? Such is that my.stique 
of Tyson, so pervading the longtime image 
of Tyson's ferocity, that in the bidding on 
Holyfield-Ty.son No. 2, Holyfield again is 
the underdog. 

Tiie difference is that this time Holyfield 
gets the top guarantee of S30 million 
instead of the 511 million he earned last 
time. And Tyson is taking a cut. 

A factor in support of Holyfield is the 
besmirched resume of Tyson, who has 
been knocked out both times by the only 
opponents who told him,' with their fists, 
tliat they’re weren’t afraid of him, or his 
reputation, or the prefigln bombast he cus- 
tomarily uses in denigrating his opponents. 

The first man to prove tiiis was Buster 
Douglas, an old pro who came out of retire- 
ment to become, as most everybody 
expected, the willing foil for a Tokyo

appearance in 1990. In the belting, 
Douglas’ chances were pegged at 40-1. 
That seemed about right. 

What a surprise. What a shocker. From 
the outset, old pro Douglas was telling 
Tyson that he was not in there to cooper- 
ate. He could punch and did. Douglas was 
subscribing to what Angelo Dundee had 
told a bo.xing magazine weeks before the 
fight when asked for his concept of a kind 
of fighter who .someday would lick Tyson. 

Dundee said. “He stands tall, doesn’t 
bend at the waist, jabs good and throws 
punches." There could not have been a 
better description of the G-foot-4 Douglas 
who kept Tyson at bay, punched his left 


eye shut and put him on the floor for a 
knockout victory in Round 10. Holyfield 
also stands tall in the ring, a factor in 
negating the uppercuts of shorter men. 

The trouble with assessing a Tyson- 
Holyfield figlit is that Holyfield, himself, is 
something of an in-and-outer. His 
escutcheon is tainted by three sorry perfor- 
mances — two beatings by Riddick Bowc 
in his three fights witli him, and a loss to 
somebody named Michael Moorer. 

Holyfield was everything that Bowe 
wasn’t. A smart boxer, fast of foot and with 
his Itands, yet after splitting two decisions 
with Bowe, a slow type, he figured in tiie 
surprise of surprises. He got himself 


knocked am by Bowe in the eighth, after a 
relatively stinko performance. 

The Michael Moorer with whom 
Holyfield also has no hick soon got himself 
knocked out by Old Pappy George 
Foreman, boxing’s perennial, who has not 
knocked out anybody of note since his dis- 
aster against Muhammad Ali in Zaire 23 
years ago. 

Moorcr’s .strategy against Foreman was 
suspect. He kept circling to his left, in the 
direction, unfommately, of Foreman's best 
weapon; ids rigln hand. 

Holyfield has most always been the sen- 
timental favorite in his fights. In contrast 
to Tyson, who was convicted of rape, and 
has been involved in assorted scrapes, 
Holyfield has offered himself as a friendly, 
God-fearing man, deeply religious and 
quick to say after last year’s victory over 
Tyson, “God was on my side." He scorns 
Las Vegas’ noon world as a training site 
and opts for a niral setting near Houston. 

Tyson’s two knockouts, by Douglas and 
Holyfield, have not served to moderate his 
higli opinion of himself. He brushed off the 
Douglas upset with the comment, “I wasn’t 
in the right frame of mind." His most 
recent remarks have been, “Sure, people 
will come to sec Hclj-field figlit, but when I 
figlit, everybody takes notes.” . 

The one that’s coming up next Saturday 
night is a curiositj’ figlit. Speculation about 
Tyson can be brief. Ho always fights the 
same fight — attack, attack, attack, relying 
on left hooks and the uppercut, but also 
often exposing his Achilles’ chin. Holyfield 
is the slick boxer, afraid of nobody, can 
take a punch and throw one. But in the 
past, he has sometimes betrayed Iiims'elf as 
in tliose nvo bummers against Moorer and 
Bowc. 

Which Holyfield will show up Saturday 
night? In appraising Holyfield-Tyson No. 2, 
there’s the rub.

Utah’s Van Horn: Next Great White Flop? 

Utah grad follows series of recent disappointments in Nl^ dead aim, versatility his assets

CIl/VlU-OITE, N.C. - In a sense, Keith Van 
Horn is living under the curse of Danny 
Ferry’s failure, 

Van Horn, a 6-foot-lO fonvard from Utah, 
knows 80 percent of the NBA i.s black.

Van Horn is an interesting twist on what 
some African Americans say in other career 
fields — that they should be judged on their 
skills, not their skin color. He could be the sec- 
ond player chosen Wednesday, behind Wake 
Forest center Tim Duncan. Or he could slide 
to the fifth or sixth pick behind less accom- 
plished, but more atlilctic, players like under- 
classmen Tony Battle, Ron Mercer and 
Chauncey Billups. 

Van Horn doesn't mind the scrutiny. He just 
hopes scouts remember what he provides: 
Great shooting (he hit 46-of-SO 17-footcrs in a 
workout for the Voncoiivcr Grizzlies), the ver- 


satility to play power and small fonvard, and 
four years as the star of a college team that 
played NBA-.sty!e offenses and defenses. 

Van Horn tvas coached by Rick Majunis, a 
former Milwaukee Bucks assistant who was a 
candidate to coach the Golden State Warriors. 

“The team that drafts mo gets a guy who 
understands pro sets and mnn-co-man 
defense,’’ said Van Horn. “You won't have to 


spend practice explaining to me how defense

FONTANA. Calif. (AP) — The 
beach always iias its allure. So 
docs Disneyland. And the Angels 
are playing baseball in Anaheim. 

The new WNUA opened 
Saturday at Inglewood, just 40 
miles to the west of the 
California Speedway, a gleaming 
new $110 million auto racing 
palace built in an industrial park 
by entrepencur Roger Penske. 

Despite all that competition for 
the Southern California time and 
dollar, the hottest ticket this 
weekend was for Sunday’s irfan- 
gur.ll California 500, a S2 million 
NASCAR Winston Cup event. All 
the seats have been sold for some 
time and a capacity crowd of 
about 85,000 was expected. 

“Back in the '80.s, when we 
were here before, auto racing 
hardly caused a ripple," three- 
lime Winston Cup ciiampion 
Darrell Waltrip said. “There’s 
just too much to do out here, and 
we weren't a priority item.” 

The last rime the Winston Cup 
cars ran on an oval in this part of 
the country, it was at Ontario 
Motor Speedway, a racing palace 
that was built before its time and 
without sufficient funding. 

The beautiful race track, with 
its 2 1/2-mile copy of the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway’s 
flat-ended oval, was less than 
four miles from the site of 
Penske’s new track. 

Ontario finally gave in to its 
creditors. It closed and was 
quickly torn down just months 
after Benny Parsons — now a TV 
commentator — won the hast race 
there in 1980. 

Riverside International 
Raceway, a historic road course 
only 15 miles to the cost of the 
new Fontana track, was the vic- 
tim of encroaching civilization 
and the escalating value of 
Souilicm California land. 

After being virtually surround- 
ed by new housing subdivisions, 
the desert track — once far out- 
side the city limits — was closed 
shortly after Rusty Wallace won 
the last race there in 19BB. 

“It didn't matter to most peo- 
ple that we were gone," IVoftrip 
said. “Winston Cup racing — rap- 
ing of any kind — Just wasn’t that 
important then." 

Now, though, Winston Cup rac- 
ing is about the hottest ticket in 
any to>s*n It appears. That’s why 
there arc more new race tracks 
opening and even more in the 
planning stages, all of them hop- 
ing to jump on the money train 
that NASCAR’s top series has 
become. 

“Everybody that doesn't have 
a Winston Cup race wants ono. 
Everybody who has one, wants 
rivo,” said a bemused Sill France 
Jr., son of the founder of 
NASCAR and the current presi- 
dent of the stock car racing sanc- 
tioning body.

Brew Fest touted as classy way to Idck off summer

TWIN FALLS - Holding a chicken ori- 
ental sandwich in one hand and a plastic 
cup of “peaches and cream’’ ale in rhe 
other, Julie Atkins soaked up the atmos- 
phere at City Park.

Brew Fest made for a, classy first day of 
summer. 

“It’s kind of culture for Twin," Atkin-s 
said Saturday, nodding appreciatively at 
the booths of microbeer and the band 
playing jazzy blues. 

“I think it’s great,’’ added her friend, 
Kathy Browning, whose 4-year-old 
daughter, Allio, sipped gourmet root 
beer. “I tiiink it’s needed, cverytliing in 
the park is usually kid-oriemed." 

“It’s not cotton candy, it’s nice,” 
Browning said. “We need something 
special for us." 

Some people smoked cigars and 
poured suds, wiiilc otiicrs sat in front of a 
sleek Porsche 911 S being raffled off for 


the Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Beneath the shade of the tall trees, 
visitors strolled lo booths, sampling beer ' 
with names including the popular, such 
as “Budweiscr,” and the more noncon- 
formist, “Total Disorder Porter.” 

Some booth volunteers pitched their 
beers with descriptions like “light or 
dark, good or bad.” Others described 
beer as having “chocolate tones” and 
varying degrees of robust flavor and 
assertiveness. 

“1 have a soft spot for Bock,” said 
Mike Duppong of Filer, a homc-brewer 
who grows his own hops among “15 
acres of w-ccds” at home,''and is a mem- 
ber of the “Magic Valley Bnie Cnie” 
that encouraged membership at the 
park Saturday. 

Duppong described Bock ale as “typi-

. Rotarians, the event's sponsors, have 
high hopes riding on the festival, 
which. is raising money for a picnic ' 
shelter at Centennial Park honoring 


the Raymonds, a well-known Twin 
Falls couple who were killed in a 
plane crasli in January near the East 
Coast. 

"’I’licy tvere vcty. very community-ori- 
ented," Ruth Stevens, ilie festival’s co- 
chairman, said of Roy and Verna 
Raymond. “So I think they’re probably 
very tliritled rigln now.” 

. Stevens said she wants the event to 
remain a low-key affair. Other people 
were niisitig funds for a municipal pool 
cover. 

“This is connoisseurs of beer vs. big 
drunken brawl,’’ she .said. 

Hcre.xpectations proved pretty realis- 
tic by late morning, 

'‘Low-key would be an understate- 
ment.” said Cary McGcocii, a law- 
enforcement cadet from the College of 
Southern Idaho standing around, watch- 
ing for rowdincss. 

Well-organized was the main de.scrip- 
tion people iind for the event.

make for a sticky debate. 

In 1984, when Salmon Falls Dam 
broke and flooded liomes downstream, 
Twin Palls County commissioners tried 
to qualify homeowners for federal flood 
insurance protection. 

Instead they encountered a flood of 
opposition. Some builders .iiul real 
estate agents protested federal regula- 
tions to restrict their ability to build 
home.s in certain areas along the river. 
Some mortgage companies said that 
with the added insurance, residents 
might not be able to afford homes on 
the river. 

A.s a result, no one anywhere on the 
river can cjualify for flood insurance if 
they need it. 

“Frankly it’s a little emb.irrassing 
when you're trying to explain (tiie lack 
of insurance) to one of your residents.”

Sawtooth National Forest user fees begin July 1

Passes won’t go on sale until June 30 


BURLEY - After months of public 
debate, Sawtooth National Forest offi- 
cials arc ready to see how a new user 
fee program trill affect visitor use in the 
Satviooth National Recreation Area and 
the Ketchum Ranger District. - 
The Sawtooth Forest is one of six fed- 
eral test sites for user fees in Idaho, and 
forest officials arc paying close atten- 
tion (0 what’s happening at die Milner 
Recreation Area - tvhcrc user fees have 
been collected since June 1. 

So for, (he U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management has collected about S500 
at Milner, said Tom Dyer, manager of 
agency’s Snake River Resource Area. 
Fees at Milner arc S3 per vehicle per 
day, S5 for an overnight pass, SIS for a 
seasonal pass good from September - 
through March, or $25 annually. 

It’s still too early to compare this 
year’s atte'ndoncc to last year’s, but 


BLM Outdoors Recreation Planner 
Blaine Newman said he feels fewer visi- 
tors have come to Milner because of the 
fees. 

“Attendance is probably down a little 
bit-from last year," Ncivmart said. “My 
gut feeling was that the user fees wx>uld 
probably reduce the number of people 
because they feel they're not going to 
sec anything for their money." 

That isn’t true, said Newman and 
Dyer. They want to reassure people that 
all the money collected at the Milner 
Recreation Area wiU stay put. As proof, 
Dyer said, they’ve already begun rc- 
graveling many of the recreation area’s 
roads. 

“A big concern was the route by 
Muskrat Bend that was just a dirt road,” 
Oyer said. “A lot of people got stuck 
there when it rained, so hopefully that 
new gravel will alleviate the problem.” 


Similar concerns have been voiced by 
people wiio use tiie nortiicrn areas of 
the Sawtooth National Forest, said for- 
est .spokeswoman Barbara Todd. She 
said forest officials held seven open 
houses for people to .speak their mind 
and allow Sawtooih employees to cruft a 
fee program that would satisfy most 
people. 

They fin.-Uly decided to offer day puss- 
es for S2 per person, or annual p,i.sscs 
for S5 per person. Cliildrcn under seven 
are free. 

“We heard from a lot of folks and 
originally our proposal was to do a fami- 
ly pass, but they were kind of o.xpensivc 
and people said they wanted a day pass 
that wasn't as much money,” Todd said. 
“We also heard concerns from people 
srith lots of cliildrcn, so ive has’e a low- 
income waiver for people in need.” 

The Sawtooth Forest passes originally 


were scheduled to go on sale Mond.iy, 
but now they won’t be available until- 
Junc 30 - one day before they wilt bc- 
required.' Users must buy tiiem in! 
advance at forc.st offices and businesses;

Brent Olmstcad, lACl vice 
president for natural re.sources, 
said the company won for its 
Cedar Draw water improvement 
project near Buhl. Other finalists 
were the Hewlett-Packard Co., 
Boise: North Side Canal Co,, 
Jerome; Rogers Seed Co,, Boise 
and Monsanto Chemical Group’s^ 


Soda Springs operation. 

Olmstcad said Twin Falls 
Canal Co. designed a system to 
remove sediment and nutrients 
from water and established a 
state of tlie art research facilitj’ 
for water quality monitoring. 

The facility also serves as an 
educational facility for water 
users. 

The Cedar Draw project 
removes up to 35 cubic feet per 
second of water from the Snake 
River-and runs it through a 
series of sediment detention 
ponds and vegetative treatment 
areas. 

That removes about 80 per- 
cent of the sediment and associ- 


ated phosphorus from the water 
before it is returned to the 
river. 

The association also 
announced at its annual conven- 
tion that the winner of its Pat 
Harwood Award for distin- 
guished service to Idaho busi- 
ness goes to J. Kirk Sullivan, 
vice president of governmental 
and environmental affairs for 
Boise Cascade Corp. 

Sullivan, 71, has been with 
Boise Cascade since 1971. Prior 
to that, he was employed by 
FiMC Corp. in technical and man- 
agement positions at Wesr 
Virginia, Germany, New York 
and Pocatello.

T\vin Falls places 
among top 3 teams

DECLO - Twin Falls and 
Heybum placed in the top three 
in team competition locally, but 
all three top individual winners 
came from across the state line 
to win Cassia County’s second 
annual “Top Cop Challenge" 
Saturday. 

Top-cop honors went to Brian 
Bottoms of the Oakridge Police 
Department about 35 miles out- 
side of Eugene, Ore. With his 
winning score of 924 points from 
a possible 1,000, Bottoms took 
home a 1991 Colt 45 gun donated 
by the Rupert Trading Post. 

“I feel good but I never expect- 
ed it," said Bottoms, who drove 
10 iiours tvith two co-workers to 
compete. “After the shooting I 
knew I was in first, second or 
third, but I figured Bill (Coombs) 
would beat me.” 

And his co-worker Coombs 
nearly did, coming in just one 
point behind Bottoms with 923. 
Cijrtis Anderson from Utah’s 
Davis County placed third with 
913. 

“I’m pretty excited bocatise wc 
were hoping to get first, second 
and third," .said Coombs, whose 
department let three of its six 
department officers compete. 
"We didn’t expect it, of course, 
but it was our goal and I’m pretty 
surpri.sed that we actually came 
that close." 

The competition is only for 
sworn law-enforcement and cor- 
rection officers and level-one 
reserves. It’s set up witli throe 
timed divisions - a tactical 
firearm shoot, a 1.5-miJti run and 
a five-mile bike ride - and can be 
done individually or as a team. 
Hicre's a possible 500 points in 
shooting and another 500 for run- 
ning and biking combined. 


Anderson placed third overall, 
but finished first in the running 
and biking with a time of 24:28, 
more than a minute faster than 
co-workef Brian Law, svho fin- 
ished second with 2S:SG. 

'Tm a runner and a biker but 
obviously not a shooter," said 
Anderson, laughing. “1 just lost 
all my time missing some shots 
because we were under the gun 
timed, so I had to tlirow them out 
fa.ster." 

Deputy Jeff Sklar, who orches- 
trated the event both this year 
and last, said there were twice ns 
many participants this year, 
including 10 individuals and five 
teams. 

“We had a really good turnout, 
and the local support was phe- 
nomenal," said Sklar, whose 24 


participunis nearly doubled lost 
year's 13 who competed in snow, 
rain and winds blowing at 35 to 
40 mph. “I moved the date to 
June and I think it paid off." 

Locid competitors, however, 
were few in numbers. 

*T expected at least 50 pcoplc 
witb all the phone calls we got 
but some of them just didn’t 
come," Sklar said.

•They sec it as a way to lift the .spirit of the reservation," Fortier 
said. “I have seen an incredible upsurge of spirit." 

Anthropologist Rodney Frey agreed, He has .studied the tribe 
for 10 years and ha.s noticed a trend toward success on the reser- 
vation, "They have succeeded when tlicy arc allowed to do it tiieir 
wjiy.’’ 

In the first two hours of testimony, only two people spoke out 
against gambling.

More tlian a year and one trial 
later, the government is still try- 
ing to convict the Norih Idaho 
men it sa>-s used the Bible to jus- 
tify acts of domestic terrorism. 

Verne Jay Merrell, (Carles H. 
Barbee and Robert S. Berry were 
convicted of conspiracy, auto 
theft and possession of hand 
grenades in April, after a montIt- 
long federal trial. 

But jurors could not reach a 
verdict on the bank robbery and 
bombing counts, which carry a 
mandatory life sentence, and a 
mistrial was declared on those 
charges. 

Opening .arguments arc sdicd- 
uled Monday for their second 
trial on those count.s. Jury selec- 
tion got under way Tliursday and 
was completed Friday. 

With the retrial scheduled to 
begin less than two weeks after 
Timotliy McVeigh w-as conviacd 
in the deadly Oklahoma City 
bombing, defense attorneys wiU 
have to cnsiu'c the jury tries this 
case on its own merits, .said 
Roger Peven. a federal public 
defender representing Barbee. 

“We Iwve to ask if there may 
be .sometliing of a connection" in 
the minds of prospective jurors, 
Peven said. “They are different 
cases, but there arc simiL-iritics 
in some of (the defendants’) 
beliefs.” 

Testimony in the first Spokane 
bombing trial characterized the 
defendants as members of an 
anti-government militia cell and 
followers of the white-suprema- 
cist Christian Identity sect. Tlicy 
believe Uanks and money are 
evil, consider themselves 
“ambassadors of the Kingdom of 
yahwch" deserving of diplomatic 
immunity, and don’t accept the 
authority of the federal court sys- 
letn. 

Berry’s attorney, John T. 
Rodgers, agreed the timing poses 
a dilemma for defense attorneys. 

"It .sure as hell c.in’t help," he 
said. 

The defense will try to con- 
vince jurors that a conviction 
does not necessarily shore up die 
American system of justice. 
Rodgers said. 

“It seems like there is a lot of 
public commentary to the effect 
that whether the .system worked 
or not depended on whether 
McVeigh' was convicted,” 
Rodgers said. 

“It troubles me if someone is 
convicted, the system works. If 
not, the system has failed. I’m 
just tping to get at the truth.” 
Evidence in the first trial was 
voluminous but largely circum- 
stantial. Key government wit-

Arizona still buzzing over 
^jeports of lights in sky 


PHOENIX (AP) — One night in 
March, Sue Krzyston heard her 
husband call from outside: 
strange lights again in the sky. 
They had occasionally seen odd 
lights before from their hilltop 
home in nonh Phoenix, but these 
looked different. 

"They were very bright, very 
large — amber or orange-col- 
ored," she said. “They almost 
looked flamclikc, although it 
wasn’t the shape of a name." 

And this ni^c there was anoth- 
er difference: Mike Kntyston had 
his video camera and captured 
tlircc minutes of what appeared to 
be liglils hovering above ^e dty. 

They weren't the only people 
who saw strange things the niglii 
«/ Alarch 13. People from Tuesan 
in the south to Kingman in north- 
western Arizona called authori- 
ties and group.s that track UFO 
siglitings to report lights, many 
saying they were in a boomerang 
formation. 

Radar screens sliowcd nothing 
and officials dismissed the 
reports. 

But the issue won’t go away 
quietly. 

"You can’t ignore that some- 
thing happened. Something was 
nut there," said Frances Emma 
Uanvood, a Phoenix city council- 
woman, 

She didn’t see the lights, but 
enough people have called her 
about them that she is convinced 
something happened, niid she 
wants someone to investigate. 

And then the Arizona siglitings 
hit tile big time. USA Today ran a 
story on the phenomenon last 
week and other major media out- 
lets followed. The Krzystons’ 
videotape was played on national 
television. 

Gov. Fife Symington even got 
into the fray, getting headlines 
during a break in his federal fraud 
trial on Thursday when he said 
he’d ordered a state investigation 
of the sittings. He called a news 
conference later to say it ivas all a 
joke, and dressed his cliief of staff 
as an alien for comic effect. 

Even with the snickers, 
Harwood and others sec the 
recent attention as vindication 
and proof that the phenomenon 
is worthy of investigation. 

Even if the phenomenon turns 
out CO be manmade, Charles 
Painter would like an answer. 
“Somebody knows what it was,"

(Al>) — A 
package labeled a “matter of life 
or death” was left this week at 
the home of the judge wlio 
presided over the Oklnlioma City 
bombing trial. The bomb squad 
found only a letter and video 
inside. 

Tlie wife of U.S. District Judge 
Richard Matsch called authorities 
' on Monday when she found the 8- 
inch-by-ll-inch parcel with no 
return address. A sticker read: 
“Do not scan, recorded materi- 
als.” 

U.S. Marshal Tina Rowe said 
the tape was a copy of one that 
has been widely circulated since 
the 1995 bombing for which 
Timothy McVeigh was convicted 
and sentenced to death this 
month. 

The tape purpons to show that 
'three bombs blew up the Alfred 
P. Munah Building and that there 
was no crater where the govern- 
ment said McVeigh parked the 
truck bomb. The blast killed 1G8 
people.

After her return to Texas, 
parole authorities had ilie diserc- 
don to grant Ms. Williams parole 
again, but dedded against it. 

The woman’s age and delicate 
health could not be considered as 
factors in the dedsion, said Terri 
Schnorrenberg, a parole board 
panel member who voted to 
revoke parole.

I Cambodian co-premiers 
say Pol Pot is captured 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AP) — After a week of conflict- 
iing reports, Cambodia’s rival co- 
premiers said Saturday that 
Khmer Rouge leader Pol Pot had 
been captured by former com- 
rades and his 30-year guerrilla 
, movement was finally over. 

;r The announcement by Prince 
Norodom Ranariddh and Hun 
.Sen — who rarely agree publicly 
on anything — ended days of 
arguing between them over the 
fate of the Kltmer Rouge leader, 
i.whose brutal rule turned 
‘Cambodia into a vast and bloody 
-agrarian experiment. 

The co-premiers offered no evi- 
dence of Pol Pot’s capture, 
though their agreement lent a 
measure of credibility to repons 
that he was being held in 
Cambodia’s northern jungles. 

There have been no indepen- 
dent sightings of the 69-year-old 
Khmer Rouge chief since 1979. 

“Hun Sen and I agree that tvith 


the capture and arrest of Pol Pot 
we can consider this the end of 
the Khmer Rouge,” the prince 
said. 

‘‘We agree this is a gift to 
Cambodia,” a smiling Hun Son 
added. 

Ranariddh said Cambodia will 
ask for a U.N. tribunal to judge 
Pol Pot. 

‘‘Pol Pot is a criminal against 
humanity,” Ranariddh said. ‘‘But 
I have to say we have to provide a 
fair trial-” 

But to many Cambodians who 
suffered through the 1975-79 
Khmer Rouge regime, a trial 
would not be enough. 

"For me, he must be execut- 
ed," said motorcycle taxi driver 
Lo Lan, 48, whose father and 
grandparents died under tho 
Khmer Rouge. “Tliey would have 
to slice up his flesh so that he suf- 
fers' the way he made others suf- 
fer.” 

Neither Cambodia’s constitu- 


tion nor. previous U.N. tribunals 
established to judge crimes 
against humanity in Bosnia or 
Rwanda allow the death penalty. 

Pol I’oc’s Khmer Rouge caused 
the deaths of up to 2 million 
Cambodians through starvation, 
overwork and systematic torture 
and execution in a frenzied bid to 
turn the country into an immense 
agrarian communist labor camp. 

The regime was overtiuuwn by 
an invasion from neighboring 
Vietnam in 1979, but the group 
tvaged a civil war against the pro- 
Hanoi government led by Hun 
Sen and later against the shaky 
coalition established after U.N.- 
supervised elections in 1993. 

Pol Pot has been reported on 
the run near the Thai border 
since last week, when hard-liners 
within the disintegrating Khmer 
Rouge split into pro- and amt-Pol 
Pol factions, reportedly after he 
executed bis one-time defense 
minister. Son Sen, and his family. ~

Vietnam names ‘Hanoi 
Hilton’ historical site 


Leader warns litingrs' 
North Koreans 
asiinst outside aid 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — 
Vietnam's “Hanoi Hiltfin," the 
squalid prison where Amtricm air- 
men languLdied during tlie Viem;un 
War, has been declared a ruiiionai 
liistorical montimenl. a govemmeiu 
newspaper said SaturiLiy. 

The Ministry of Culture and 
Information approved a recom- 
mendation to preserve the 
remains of the compound, offidtd- 
ly known ns the Iloa Lo prison, 
the official Labor newspaper said. 
For Vietnamese, the H5-ve;ir- 
old building is significant 
chiefly because it held many 
revolutionary heroes during 
French colonial rule in the 
1940s and 1950s. 

"Some of our greatest leaders 
and heroes were held by the 
French at I loa Lo." hLstoritin Pham 
Tu told llie Assodaicd l*rcs.s. 

The prison roster reads like a 


who's who of recent Vietnamese 
leaders, including Communist 
Party General Secretary Do 
Muoi, revolutionary leader Le 
Duan, and independence activist 
Phan Boi Chau. 

The building, with its yellow 
walls and rusting barbed wire, 
was converted into a prisoner-of- 
war camp in the 1960s. American 
-iiirmcn shot down over North 
Vietnam usually spent some, if 
not all, of their incarceration 
inside the prison they dubbed the 
"Hanoi Hilton." 

Pete Peterson, tlte U.S. ambas- 
sador to Vietnam, spent much of 
his 6 1/2 years as a I’OW inside a 
ding>’cell at Iloa Lo. 

"Hoa Lo was a ver>' stark, and 
very repulsive place." he said, 
‘■S)ttie (if die areas were incretiibly 
dose (juaners, very tiny cell.s tvith 
no liglii, almost dimgeonlike."

Experts ponder Hong Kong’s economic future as takeover nears" 


HONG KONG (AP) -- As Hong, 
Kong nears the end of its long 
march back to Cl^ina, the last 
British governor is packing and 
the Chinese army has made its 
first forays onto what is still 
British soil. 

But the Big Question still looms 
as large as the skyscrapers that 
line Hong Kong’s shore: Can a 
thriving, argumentative, capital- 
ist society — a place that takes 
democracy and civil rights for 
granted — survive under a com- 
munist autocracy? 

The only possible answer at 
this stage is a qualified yes, pro- 
vided everyone follows the script. 
’Ihat is, China keeps its promise 
to let Hong Kong mle itself, and 
Hong Kong remains its prosper- 
ous, orderly — and unthrcaicn- 
ingsclf. 

With the whole world watching 
the grand event of June 30-July 
1, a smooth transition tvill also be 
of paramount importance to 
China's place in the world. If 
tilings go sotir, so most likely will 
the fragile U.S.-China relation- 
ship. 

At one level, Hong Kong's 
return to China seems to defy the 
flow of history. Less than a 
decade after the 400 million peo- 
ple of the Soviet bloc broke out 
of one communist embrace, a 
free and affluent society is about 
to enter another — not because 
the 6.3 million people of Hong 
Kong asked for it, but because a 
lease signed 99 years ago by 
Victorian Britain and imperial 
Cliina had to be honored. 

But at another level, it closes a 
vast historical cycle. 

The lease of 1898 simply set in 
stone what had already become a 
fact in 1841, when tliose vigorous, 
thrusting Victorians brushed 
aside a weak and backward 
China and helped themselves to 
a small mountainous island 
called Hong Kong. 

Hie Cliinn that is’ taking Hong 
Kong back is becoming an eco- 
nomic and military superpower. 
The historic insult of colonialism 
is about ,to be erased in a blaze of 
red flags and fireworks os Hong 
Kong goes from British colony to 
“Special Administrative Region” 
of China. 

But the merger was always 
going to be as tricky as docking 
in space, and the Chinese 
scriptwriters knew any attempt 
to impose communist authoritari- 
anism on Hong Kong would kill 
the goose that lays golden eggs 
for China’s own economic renais- 


China to interfere in its internal 
affairs, Hong Kong itself must 
not interfere with China’s,” 
Chang Kuo-sin of Baptist 
University wrote in the Hong 
Kong Standard. 

What makes Hong Kong 
skeptical is that promises on patx;r 
may prove a wetd: hulwarit against 
a country svhcrc Communist Party 
edict overrides the law, where cor- 
ruption and abuse of power arc 
rampant, and freedoms guaran- 
teed the constitution are severe- 


ly curtailed in practice. 

Nerves arc already on edge 
over Beijing’s determination lo 
disband the elected legislature 
and roll back some of Hong 
Kong’s dvil liberties, thus unrav- 
eling the democratic reforms 
belatedly cnaaed by Britain. 

To democracy campaigners 
like Martin Lee. China’s moves 
augur an age of shrunken free- 
doms, of “repressive laws to 
enable the future government to 
suppress human rights.” 


Tung portrays the changes as 
inconsequentid. Fresh elections 
will be held by mid-1998, he says, 

- in whidt everyone, even Lee and 
his turbulent Den^ocratic Party 
can take port. 

Demonstrations will require 
police permission, and foreign 
donations to political parties 
be banned, leaving Hong Kong 
ho different than many Western 
sodctics, he says. 

For ail the aches and pains 
since Britain and China scaled ' 


the deal with champagne and 
handshakes on Dec. 19, 1984, 
opinion polls rcflca a calm, sober 
confidence among Hong Kong’s 
people, and the gloomiest predic- 
tions have been confounded. 

There has been no collapse of 
the currency, no moss emigra- 
tion. The big pieces of the rosy 


picture promised by the two 
sid^ orc tolling neatly into place. 


Even the insertion of the 
Chiiicse army, an imponant sym- 
boT of sovereignty for China but 


perhaps the most awkward issue 
on the agenda, is being handed 
with the utmost core. V 

The stock market is boomihg 
and economic growth is project- 
ed at S.5 percent for the year. 
Hong Kong has just opened its 
third road tunnel under the har- 
bor and the world’s longest iail- 
and-road suspension bridge.

So what emerged was a rela- 
tively generous tradeoff. 

Hong Kong is to run its own 
domestic affairs under a home- 
grown leader, remain capitalist 
and free, keep its legal system, go 
on electing its legislature. 

In return, it will have to learn 
to bite its tongue. As Tung Oiee- 
hwa, its future, China-approved 
leader, has made clear, the script 
requires not touching China 
where it hurts — on matters con- 
cerning dissidents, Taiwanese 
independence, Tibetan autono- 
my. 

“One country, two systems” — 
the overarching formula for the 
return of Hong Kong — means 
insulating Hong Kong from 
China. It means stopping China’s 
rampant corruption at the border 
(whidi will remain in place), and 
keeping meddlesome Chinese 
bureaucrats at bay. 

But it also means preventing 
the virus of Hong Kong's freedom 
from infecting the provinces of 
Ciiina.

Flows are not liquid gold to power firms

can only run so much' water and gener- 
ate so much power, said Dennis Lopez, 
Idaho Power Co. spokesman in Boise. 

But next year, power customers will 
probably sec a decrease in their bills 
thanks to the voluminous flows, said 
David Scocc, spokesman for the Idaho 
Public Utilities Commission in Boise. 

Shoshone Falls is drawing crowds for 
its spectacle of crashing water as flows 
in the 40,000 cubic feet per second 
raqgc have been released from dams 
upriver. The Idaho Power plant at the 
bottom of the falls can handle a maxi- 
mum of 950 cfs of water and generate a 
maximum of 12,500 kilowatts, Lopez 
said. 

A cfs equals about 449 gallons per 
minute.

Because of the heavy flows, the Snake 
River power plants aren’t running full 
tilt 24 hours around the dock, Lopez 
added. Instead, their output depends on 


the demand for electricity, usually peak- 
ing in the summer. 

U the demand dccrea.scs or the com- 
pany can’t .sell the surp.lus, the elocirici- 
ty can’t be stored. 

“We hove to remember it’s a higiily 
perishable commodity," Lopez said. 

Lopez declined to give specific infor- 
.mation about the amount of electricity 
jtcneraied at the company plums, saying 
It’s ‘‘proprietary" because of competi- 
tion from other utilities. 

But Scott says hydroelectric compa- 
nies aren’t getring fat from the water sit- 
uation. 

“They are strictly regulated," Scott 
said. 

With the PUC’s approval, utilities uso 
a power-cost adjustment. 

When vvoter flows are inadequate for 
hydroelectric purposes, utilities’ costs 
can go up because they might have to 
buy power from elsewhere to meet cus- 
tomer demands. As a result, customer 
rates may go up. 

When there is a lot of water, utilities' 
costs decrease, and so do rates. 


Junk bonds look good 
again for brave investor 

High yields draw money looking for higher returns 


NEW YORK — Not since the heyday of 
Michael hlilkcn in the 19S0s has the junk- 
bond market drawn so miich attention 
from investors. 

Mutual funds specializing in higli-yicid 
bands — tito label tliat the bonds' purvey- 
ors prefer — are experiencing record 
inflmvs as investors seek out the attractive 
double-digit yields that the stock market is 
incapable of providing at its current 
rccord-liigh level. 

But junk bonds arc not for the faint of 
heart. And investors who arc just begin- 
ning to put money into these funds might 
find that they jumped on board just in 
time to sink beneath the waves. 

That’s what happened to those who 
tried to emulate junk-bond king Milken in 


1990-91, when the more outrageous bond- 
financed leveraged buyouts of the 1980s 
crashed and burned. 

A starting point for any discussion of 
junk bonds, which arc corporate bonds 
rated below investment grade (BB or 
lower), is Jamc-s Grant, editor and publish- 
er of Gram’s Interest Rate Observer. 

He’s the intellectual compatriot of that 
man in the cartoon who sports a long, 
white beard and a sign proclaiming, “Hie 
end is near." Surely if anyone is raising 
caution flags about investing in junk, it 
would be Grant 

“There’s no disputing that the junk of 
this era is much better quality than the 
junk of the late 1980s,” Grant said, his 
voice dtiged with caudon.

Vigilantes take to cyberspace to clean up Internet

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — The range of 
Randall Sluder’s emotions narrowed — 
ongor, disgust, anger, disgust, anger, 
. anger. 

He stared at his computer almost in a 
tronce, until It came to him: He could 
catch the man who had just entered on 
on-line chat room looking for sex with 
young girls. 

It was fairly simple. Sluder logged off 
, his computer and acated a false profile 
' of a 13-yoor-old girl, Mnggle284. When 


be logged back on, he was bombarded 
tvith prurient mes-sages; some men sent 
him kiddie pom. 

For days, Sluder swooned ond flirted 
and plavcd, until he started a relation- 
^p tvlcn a man on the Internet who was 
Interested in fooling around. 

It didn’t take long: The man asked 
Maggic2S4 to meet him and suggested 
they would “play togethor.” Sluder 
called the police. 


“It felt so good," he said. 

Officers in Kissimmee, Fla., arrested a 
Johnson County, Kan., businessman on 
a charge of using a computer to solicit 
sex from a minor. Billy Charles Burgess 
of Stilwell, Kan., is awaiting trial in 
August. - 

Sluder, who lives in St. Cloud, Fla., 
and works at Walt Disney World, is an 
example of a trend experts say is the lat- 
est step in the evolution of the Internet: 
Civilians arc taking it upon themselves 
to impose law and order on a largely 
unregulated Internet. Cyber crime has 
galled computer users into forming vir- 


tual “special forces" to show bad guys 
there is a sheriff in towm. 

From a woman in Federal Way, 
Wash., who used an on-line service to

Not everybody is hopeful about 
the idea self-regulation. Dennis 
Derryberry, one of the founders 
of the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation in San Francisco, 
says that, for die most part, peo- 
ple on the Internet shouldn’t be 
trusted to act unselfishly. 

“Responsible behavior in real 
life is hard enough,” he said. 

What's more, self-styled 
Internet police arc notorious in 
the cyber community for being 
too aggressive and often self- 
righteous. E.xperts wonder 
whether, in the end, they will 
ever accomplish anything. 
Tlicrc’s resistance. 

"I hate diem. They don’t have 
any business trying to control 
something that is the.. .ultimate 
frce-communications medium. 
(The Internet) can take care of 
itself," said one computer user in 
Illinois who did not want to be 


named out of fear of being 
harassed. 

To be sure, many who arc frus- 
trated by impotent internationd 
laws and emboldened by a sense 
of their own anonymity arc will- 
ing to do whatever they can to 
accomplish the greater good. 
Sometimes, says Hampton, two 
wrongs do make a right. 

“Sometimes that's the only 
recourse you’re left with," said 
Dennis McClain, a psychology 
student in Virginia who is a mem- 
ber of a watchdog group called 
SPUTUM. McClain advocates 
that “Netizens” create their own 
police departments, carrying out 
punishments for crimes.

"I said, Tm cute,*" Cartwright 
said. “He said, 'I bet you arc.’ I 
kept trying to get him to admit 
things, I tried to get him to talk 
about the details of sex. He 
asked, 'Do you have lubricating 
gel?' and added a little smiley 
face." 

Ctrrwright (lined with him and 
set up a meeting. She called 
police, who sent an undercover 
officer to a grocery parking lot.

FORT MYERS, Fla. (AP) -

floor." 

Women must wear pantyhose, 
and skirts and dresses carmot go 
above the knee. Men must wear 
completely buttoned shirts with 
tics.

‘ITic 
rules take effect July 1.

Department Stores infamy 
declared bankruptcy and junk 
bond funds lost 25 percent of 
their value, junk-bond refinanc- 
ings soared to 65 percent of the . 
category. 

But last year, acquisition finan- 
cing an'd refinancing accounted 
for less than 16 percent of all 
junk bonds issued; Taking its 
place and accounting for nearly 
half of the junk-bond issues last 
year were those used to refinance 
bank debt or retire older corpo- 
rate bonds that had been issued 
for general corporate purposc.s. 
Another fifth of the financings 
went into corporate coffers. 

Indeed, cable television, satel- 
lite firms, media organizaiion.s 
and small telephone companies 
have become major users of die 
junk-bond market. Tliey’re tum- 
itig to the bond market as an 


alternative to bank financing for 
their riskier, entrepreneurial 
activities. "Yes, some are risky, 
highly leveraged firms, but 'jurik' 
is an inappropriate title," said 
Don Ciiarleston, portfolio manag- 
er of the 51.18 billion Scligman 
Hich Yield Bond Fund. “'The 
credit quality of these issuers is 
much stronger than the image 
would suggest." 

One Key measure for 
Charleston is the interest cover- 
age ratio, tvhich compares a com- 
pany's earnings before interest 
payments, taxes, depreciation 
and amortization, known as EBIT- 
D/\, to its interest expense. In the 
late 1960s, diat ratio stood at just 
1.4; today, it's 2.4 for high-yield 
securities, Charleston said. 

Another big change in the mar- 
ket is the amount of information 
available to investors. With many 
more pension funds, mutual 
funds and individual investors in 
the junk-bond hunt, investment 
bankers bringing the deals to 
market for their clients face 
greater scrutiny by managers 
unwilling to take a flier with 
somebody else’s money. 

“I don’t believe the world has 
changed and that default rates 
will alvays be lower,” said Martin 
Fridson, a senior analyst at 
Merrill Lynch Se Co. and frequent 
commentator on the state of the 
junk-bond market. “But in 
today’s market, the 'other peo- 
ple’s money' schemes have been 
eliminated. In the deals being 
done today, ail the players have 
genuine risk." 

Althougli junk-bond quality is 
better, it’s a relative concepL The ■ 
balance sheets of companies that 
issue them don’t justify invest- 
ment-grade ratings from agencies 
such as Moody’s Investor &rvices 
and Standard & Poor’s Corp. 

The improved quality has 
dropped the bonds’ relative yield 
to a level that is low by historicil 
standards: just 2.7 percentage 
points higher than the compara- 


ble 10-year Treasury bond. 

Over the last five years, the 
Merrill Lynch high-yield index 
has averaged 5.5 percentage 
points more than the lO-year 
Treasury note. In 1990, when the 
junk-bond market tanked, it 
readied 10 percentage points. 

“The yield spread is a function 
of credit risk, ivhich is currendy 
very low; the flows into the sec- 
tor, ivhich are currendy high; and 
monetary conditions, such as the 
inflation rate, the steepness of 
the yield curve (which mcastu'cs 
the difference between long-term 
and short-term interest rates) 
and the ^ivth of the money sup- 
. ply," Fridson said. “All the fac- 
tors are currently very positive," 
which translates into high junk- 
bond prices and relatively low 
yields. 

Still, diat hasn't stopped thou- 
. sands of new investors from rush- 
ing into the junk-bond market in 
the last year.

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Female financial advisers offer women an understanding ear 


TACONfA (AP) — Ii seemed to Kelley 
■ Cildwell a year ago cliat tlie slock market

It was a foreign field to her, strange 
and almost forelwding. 

- • But the .37-year-old Tacoma advertising

Many women face a similar situation,

The Dain Bosworth initiative is one of 
the first by a Puget Sound brokerage to 
set up a special investment arm to pro- 
vide advice specifically to female 
investors. 

It's part of a growing trend. Other 
financial advisers in the region also pro- 
vide seniinars and special counseling 
opportunities S{H.-tificaIly for women. For 
example, Ann Copeland of KMS 
Financial Services in Tacoma offers regu- 
lar workshops for women, as does Beverly 
McConaghy of Financial Investment 
Netsvork Corporation in University Place. 

Women also are starting their own 
stock investment clubs. Two Tacoma 
clubs run by women — Women of 
Independent Means and Trans 
Generational Investment Club -- both 
have about 20 members. “We introduced 
these with the idea that we wanted to 
educate ourselves.” says Barbara 
Bulliriger. president of Trans 
Generational and former president of the 
other dub. “And we have done that." 

Nationally, more and more mutual 
fund companies are directing their adver- 
tising at women because tliey .see them as 
a huge new imtapped marketplace. 

Local financial advisers say the num- 
ber of women seeking financial advice is 
growing sharply. Compared vv-iih just five 
years ago, the knowledge and interest has 
increased dramaricaJly. 


McConaghy says she has noticed the 
increased interest, particularly in the !a.st 
three years. She keeps adding workshops, 
as she likes to keep them small and the 
number who want to attend keeps grow- 
ing 

Claire Bailey, a financial adviser with 
Waddell & Reed in Federal Way, adds 
that she has noticed not only that more 
women arc seeking financial advice but 
that they, rather than the men, are more 
often the ones doing die talking for cou- 
ples. 

Driving the demand arc women's 
increasing independence and growing 
incomes. Not only do women have more 
money of their own to invest, but more 
and more women arc starting their own 
businesses, Sclimiel said. 

Recent studies show that female- 
owned firms now number nearly 8 mil- 
lion in the United States, generating 
nearly S2.3 trillion in sales, a 236 percent 
increase over the past nine years. 

Advisers add tliat, in spite of the strong 
demand already shown, the need among 
women generally for financial savvy 
remains high. “Studies sliow tiiar women 
work fewer years (and) at lower pay 
scales than men, but live longer,” says 
Michelle Smith, managing director of the 
Mutual Fund Education Alliance. ‘They 
simply arc not adequately prepared for 
retirement and need to make inve.sring a 
major personal goal.”

Settlement throws cloud over Carolina tobacco interests 


TIib Dallas Morning Naws 

^VINSTON-SALEM, N.C. - At 
the Mayberry Restaurant and Ice 
Cream Parlor, deep in tobacco 
country, the smoke was heavy 
and the mood cloudy as the ciga- 
rette business took a hard blow 
last week. 

“You can't find someone who 
isn’t affected by the tobacco 
industry here,” said local resi- 
dent Matt Stimpson. “It’s huge 
around here.” 

When anti-smoking forces and 
tobacco companies agreed Friday 
to a 5360 billion settlement — 
one that will put sharp restric- 
tions on cigarette makers — 
locals wondered about their 
livelihoods.

“The government doesn’t have 
a right to do this," said Nathaniel 
Dow'man, who worked for R.J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. for 35 
years and is now retired. “If this 
is going to be a controlled place. 


they need to rewrite the 
Constitution.” 

Bowman, who was raised by 
tobacco farmers in Virginia, said 
he has never been a smoker. But 
to his thinking, it’s a matter of 
individual responsibility. 
Bowman’s two brothers died of 
lung cancer. “If 1 want to die 
from smoking, that’s my prob- 
lem,” he said. 

Harvey Stimpson, 70, a lifelong 
resident of Winston-Salem, 
agreed. “People should lie 
responsible for their own 
actions," he said. 

“For years we’ve known it's 
had for our health, and in a few 
years we’ll suffer the conse- 
quences." 

Some feel unfairly singled out. 
“I wouldn’t have a problem with 
all the tobacco rcgidarions if they 
would do the same thing with 
alcohol," said Howard Stimpson, 
of nearby Clemmons. “Lee’s not 
hold a double standard, Alcohol

is much more dangerous. 
Everyone’s on the wrong band- 
wagon." •' 

The Stimpsons, brothers 
Howard and Matt and uncle 
Harvey, were enjoying their 
Friday morning ritual: breakfast 
together at the Mayberry. Bacon 
and eggs were accompanied liy 
coffee and cigarettes. 

Tobacco has supported fami- 
lies here for generations. Land 
not good for.much else produced 
a reliable cash crop in tobacco. 
Cigarette manufacturers paid 
some of the highest wages 
around. 

Now. attacks on smoking have 
left growers, producers and 
merchants feeling beseiged, 
said Billy Yeurgin, a Raleigii 
tobacco warehouse owner and 
historian. 

What was once an honorable 
biLsiness, he said, has been trans- 
formed into someiiiing castigated 
hy outsiders.

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Horseback therapy seeks to put 
disabled back in life’s saddle 


F EJER— Mien 
you’re 6 years 
olcllmd have 
never taken a 
step in your 
life, Laura Drake's 23* 
year-old mare must look 
like a mythological 
giant. 

Out u quarter hour in 
the saddle astride 
Amron's Beauty can 
ciiange your perspective 
on the world, Drake 
says, even if you have 
muscular dystrophy or 
cerebral palsy. 

“Riding a horse is 
hard work,’’ said Drake, 
a 34-year-old legal secre- 
tary who has renewed 
her second career as a 
horseback riding thera- 
pist. “Remember the 
last time you rode? 
Chances are you were 
sore the next day. It 
forces you to use muscles you 
didn’t know you had.” 

Drake runs the Rafter D 
Ranch, a family farm turned 
commercial tlicrapeutic riding 
facility. Inside a cavernous bam, 
she and a cadre of specialized 
tlierapists direct diems — most 
of whom have never before 
been on a horse — through a 
scries of c.xcrciscs designed to 
condition and challenge.. 

Of the nvo, the latter may be 
the greater benefit, Drake says. 

“Riding therapy also helps 
people ivith autism, emotional 
disabilities and spccdi impair- 
ments because it forces them 
to concentrate," she' said. “If 
you talk with a therapist who’s 
tried to hold a client’s atten- 
tion in a clinical setting and 
compare it to what happens 
out here, they’ll cell you it 
makes ail the difference in the 
world.” 

Although most able-bodied 
equestrians take it for granted, 
horseback riding is really a 
complex physical balancing act, 
Drake says. Staying in the sad- 
dle requires not only control- 
ling the horse, but reacting to 
eu^ movement and Icoming to 
anticipate the next-one.

“A lot of our clients have 
never had that experience 
before," she said. “It teaches 
them to use musdes and devel- 
op coordination. And it gives 
them self-confidence." 

Although the Boise-based 
Elks Rehabilitation Hospital 
uses riding therapy — Drake 
was an instructor there — the 
practice is not without its crit- 
ics. 

The Idaho Department of 
Healtli and Welfare committee 
that approves Medicaid eligi- 
bility turned down Drake’s 
application to partidpatc in the 
program, although it’s agreed 
to hear her appeal in August. 
Meanwliile, Drake is hoping for 
a temporary waiver from 
Health and Welfare so she can 
resume seeing Medicaid 
diems. 

“Medicaid pays for riding, 
tlierapy in other states, and it’s 
a well-established and rep- 
utable therapeutic practice,” 
she said. “It’s important that 
we’re able to work with 
Medicaid clients, because the 
reality is that most people with 
severe, long-term disabilities 
arc on Medicaid these days.” 

Riding therapy, wliich always 


includes at least one special- 
ized therapist, costs from $20 to 
$80 per visit, depending upon 


the length of the session. 
Clients typically ride 
one or more times a 
week for several weeks, 
depending on the nature 
of the therapy. 

In addition to neuro- 
muscular disabilities, 
autism and speech and 
learning imp.iirments, 
riding therapy can be 
used for people with 
Dotvn's syndrome, multi- 
ple sclerosis, brain and 
spinal cord injuries and 
stroke. 

Many of Drake’s refer- 
rals come from physi- 
cians. She said she’s 
worked with clients 
ranging in age from 24 
months to 76 years. 

"The encouraging 
thing from my perspec- 
tive is that you can sec 
people make progress,” 
Drake said. 


"And you hear from 
them, when they stop riding, 
how much they miss it.”

Most disapprove of infidelity, but many have practiced it

Color it red. American.s today, 
even in a societ>' in which more 
than one-third of all weddings 
lead ultimately to divorce, cling 
devoutly to at least one of mar- 
riage’s institutions. 

Faiihfulne.ss. 

Aduliery, more now than in the 
recent past, wears the scarlet let- 
ter as a cardinal sin. Marital trea- 
son. "What were they dunking,” 
becomes a national mantra as 
case after case of cheating, from 
Air Force Gen. Joseph Ralston to 
sportscascer Frank Gifford, hits 
the news. 


“It’s devastating to people,” 
.says Vivian Martinez, a South 
Florida marriage and family ther- 
apist. “It’.s not just about .se.\. It’s 
an intimate betrayal of tiie mar- 
riage contract.” 

So universal is our condemna- 
tion of adultery chat almost 
nobody will defend it, even in 
anonymous public opinion polls. 

In a University of Chicago .sur- 
vey just released, more than 78 
percent of Americans said infi- 
delity is always wrong. Another 
20 percent culled it almost nlway.s 
or somctimc.s wrong, leaving only 
1.6 percent seeing nothing wrong 
with it, 


Given all chat, it might seem 
surprising at first that another 
poll, tliis one by Gallup for USA 
Today and CNN, found last 
month that 61 percent of 
/Vmericans do not tliink adultery 
should be a crime; 35 percent 
ihougln it should be. And 58 per- 
cent don't chink it should be a 
crime in the military, while 36 
percent do. 

So while Americans might 
strongly disapprove of the behav- 
ior, they seem willing for the most 
pan not to impose their views on 
other people. 

“People don't want anybody — 
especially the government — 


reaciiing into tJieir private lives," 
.says Pepper Schwanz, a sociology 
professor at University of 
Washington in Seattle. “They’re 
protective about that, even if they 
objert to the activity,” 

And there’s another reason: 
Nearly a fifth of Americans admit 
they’ve cheated themselves, ’if 
you find yourself not living up to 
your own standards,” Schwartz 
says, “you can certainly under- 
stand why others would do the 
same. It makes you more toler- 
ant.” 

This seeming unwillingness to 
condemn others — outside their 
own relationsliips — is even more 


pronounced if the couple 
involved seems to be trying to 
save the marriage. 

A pointed example was the dra- 
matic 1992 interview on CBS’ “60 
Minutes’’ of Bill and Hillary 
Clinton. He came dose to a con- 
fession when he denied Gcnnifer 
Flowers' accusations of a decade- 
long affair, but admitted to 
actions "causing pain in my mar- 
riage.” 

In the same interview, Hillary 
Clinton strongly and publicly 
stood by her man. 

"Fm sitting here because I love 
him and respect him,” she told 
the national nudicncc. 


And the next morning, 66 p«- 
cent of Americans (old pollsters 
they felt they could vote for a 
presidential candidate who had 
had an extramarital affair. 

Does that seem odd, given our 
national distaste for adultery? 

Patrida Holt, a licensed mental 
health counselor and a member 
of the Apogee counseling group 
in Kend;^, Fla., suburb of Man)i, 
explains: 

'‘If someone says they’re sorry, 
they deserve another cliance. But 
my word is only as good as what I 
do. If it turns out to be a pattern, 
just to get out of things, that’s dif- 
ferent.” 


Americans’ obsession with sex 
scandals has experts pondering

it seems, every officer in the 
U.S. military, 

Sex, sex, sex. 

Is anybody thinking about 
anything else? Has anyone given 
two momunis of thouglit to the 
economy, the Congo, tax cuts or 
Little League baseball? Docs 
anyone remember when “adul- 
tery" was a word uttered in con- 
fession, not plastered across the 
front page of respectnbic news- 
papers? 

The scandals play off one 
another in way.s that arc most 
illuminating, if anyone carc.s to 
get serious about all this. The 
fundamental question; Is tiiere a 
particular reason why the sum- 
mer of 1997 has become the sea- 
son of sex, sin and sleaze? 

"Maybe it’.s that kind of 
'.school’s out, let's play’ mentali- 
ty," said Christopher Lydon, 
who on Tuesday hosted an .adul- 
tery hour on his Boston-based 
syndicated public radio show, 
"The Connection.” 

Lydon opened his program by 
recalling the story of Moses 
returning to Mt. Sinai for the 
- tablets bearing God’s command- 
I ments. “The good news is, I got 
: him down to 10,” Moses told the 
; mortal masses. “The bad news 
is, adultery’s still on the list.” 
Judging from the responses of 
his “normally laid-back and tol- 
erimt" listeners, Lydon said, the 
list has not changed. 

“What was interesting to me 
was that so many people were of 
the stoning cast of mind. People 
were very unforgiving. You 
could feel among our listeners a 
real yearning for old-fashioned 
rule.s, specifically about sex 
Lydon said. On the subject of 
adultery and loosened sexual 
mores, “People feel that tlie 
world really changed in (he late 
‘60s, and it’s time to change it 
back.” 

No kidding, agreed Greg 
Loyrrie, pastor of interdenomi- 
national, evangelical Harvest 
Christian Fellowship in 
Riverside, Calif. “As the Bible 
would say,” said Lowric, refer- 
ring to “the great social and sex- ’ 
ual experimentatron" of the 
1960s, “you sow the wind and 
you reap the whirhvind." 

On the other hand, Lowric 
said, obsessing over such 
weighty national issues as 
whether the president has a 
mark on his anatomy is not 
entirely without social benefit. 
“The unhealthy interest is that 
people are always interested in 
the personal lives of public fig- 
ures and celebrities. They like 
to realize that these people th'at 
they look up to and admire face , 


a lot of the same problems that 
they face,” Lovme said. 

In focusing on high-level infi- 
delity, the pastor continued, 
“it’s not ju.st (he se.xual sin we’re 
talking about, but also the 
deception that always accompa- 
nies adultery — the covering of 
your tracks, ' 

If they lie- about that, why 
'wouldn’t they lie about some- 
thing else?'Thcsc nre public fig- 
ures we're talking about. Can 
they be trusted?” 

Except that public figures 


have been messing around for us 
long as there have been public 
figures. Since when was trust an 
issue for randy fellows like 
Alexander or Napoleon? Now 
those were military leaders 
whose escapades only height- 
ened their credibility. (Of 
course, they had real battles to 
wage.) 

Or, more recently, there was 
the e.xamplc of French 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
whose mistress stood alongside 
his wife at his state funeral.

Although a number of factors 
can conspire to guide girls into 
their career choices, a mother’s 
influence on that path oumot be 
underestimated. 

“Girls are picking up what 
their mothers do and what they 

say,” said 

Caihlccn Gray, 
associate pro- 
fassor of social 
work at 
Catholic 
University in 
Washington, 
D.C. “There's a 
quote that says 
every girl looks 
at her mother 
and .secs her- 
self— that girls 
only exist in 
their mother’s 
image. Mothers 
can be a fairly 
powerful role 
model.” 

Girls choose 
careers based 
on their beliefs 
about them- 
.selves and their 
abilities. They 
also arc influ- 
enced by occupational sugges- 
tions offered by parents, hints 
that often influence the aspira- 
tions of a girl to be similar to 
those held by parents. 

Girls make these life choices 
rcladvcly early, some studies sug- 
gest, a fact that gains greater reso- 
nance when you stop to consider 
that adolescent girls generally are 
more mature than boys and may 
therefore lx: more concerned with 
their futures at an earlier ,ige. A 
vocational decision, in essence, 
implies a lifestyle choice. 

Mothers' can go a long way to 
raising girls who reject stereotyp- 
ical notions that males arc better 
at certain subjects — which 
might discourage girls from 
entering certain professions. 

Mothers can function as coach- 
es helping girls sort out ideas, 
information and values, steering 
them to resources and allowing 
them the freedom to e.xplorc who 
they are. 


Children’s fascination with fire 
can have deadly consequences

But on May 31, 
while Pagan visited a 
nearby drugstore 
with one of her chil-

.son, 15-ycar-old 
Felipe, her 6-ycar-old 
boy, Juan, opened a 
cabinet door, clam- 
bered onto a counter 
and snatched the 
matches. 

With Felipe out- 
side, Juan lit matches 
and jumped up and 
down on a bed in the 
second-floor bedroom 
on Oxford Street in 
South Providence, 
according to a cousin. 

A match fell and 


kissing it and broke down. "My 
baby,” she cried. "Why? Why?" 

Every year, about 400 people 
die and thou.sands are injured in 
fires started by children playing 
with matches or lighters, accord-

Juvenile fire-scuing cuts 
across class and race, 
although poor children arc 
more likely to play with fire, 
a I98G University of Rochester 
study found, in part because of 
less adult supervision. Boys arc 
(he culprits more often than 
girls.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (AP) - Who 
spends vacations studying? Elder- 
hostelers do. 

These are seniors, many of whom have 
been away from the classroom for 
decades. They come on holiday in a quest 
for eruichment and entertainment. 

What they find is a wccldong experi- 
ence that puts them back at a desk and 
offers an opportunity to socialize with 
peers. 

‘‘We are getting to meet other folks 
and at the same time getting mental 
stimulation," said 86-year-old Arnold 
Corbin, finishing up o week at Eckerd 
College \vith 35 other hostelers. 

“If you don’t use it, you lose it," added 
Corbin, a former president of the 
i\mcrican Marketing Association. 

Corbin, who sports a white handlebar 
mousiaclie, ond his >vife, Claire, a former 
treasurer of the association, were work- 
ing their way througli a 12-hour day. In 
the morning, their studies concentrated 
on British plnytvright, actor and compos- 
er Noel Coward. Later in the day, they 
visited historic Tampa Theater, had din- 
ner and took in. a .synchronized swim 
show... 

The Corbins arc retired university pro- 
fessors who say it i.s their way of relaxing 
because they like being exposed to new 
ideas. 

Tlic Eldcrhostcl program began in this 
country in the mid-1970s. Two decades 
later, it caters to 300,000 seniors in the 
United States and C.'tnada, according to 
the national Eldcrhostcl Inc. office in 
Boston. 

Although the package is directed at 
those over 55, the average age of the 
hosteler is 68 and most come from pro- 
fessional backgrounds, said Jackie 
Mallory, who has shaped Eckerd’s pro- 
gram for seven years. 

For S350 a week, a person gets room 
and board, classes, field trips and enter- 
tainment. 

hb. Mallory says the concept appeals 


to people who arc still c.xdtcd about life 
and lifelong learning. And, of course, 
they must like to travel.

PINOS ALTOS, N.M. (AP) — 
It’s a tiny town filled with 
intriguing rustic buildings, the 
tall pine trees that inspired its 
name, arid lots of history. 

It’s also a town with friendly 
residents. Visit a shop or two 
and you’ll quickly get tiic low- 
down on what’s new, booming 
and blooming in the pretty little 
burg. 

Pinos Altos, seven miles 
north of Silver City in south- 
west New Me.\ico, was the origi- 
nal scat of Grant County and 
boasts a colorful past chat 
included Apache raiders and 
gold booms. 

The town itself was founded in 
1859 after a group of 49ers hit a 
lucky gold strike when they 
were heading home from 
California. 

The Californians are still find- 
ing gold in them thar hills, but 
in the case of Gary and Siizy 
MacGrumbley, recent trans- 
plants from Southern California, 
it’s in the form of the golden 
brown gourmet cookies they 
serve with homemade ice cream 


at the Pinos Altos Ice Cream 
Parlor. 

The shop also contains a gift 
shop and mail boxes and has 
housed considerably racier 
businesses in its history, accord- 
ing to MacGrumblcy. “We’ve 
heard it was a bordello once,” 
he said. 

Enjoying a snack and a chat at 
tho ice cream parlor were Grant 
County Art Guild president 
Joann Childress and her hus- 
band, Marion. She said the 
Hcarst Church in Pinos Altos, 
now home to the art guild, is 
gearing up for summer activi- 
ties, 

"We open the church up on 
Mother’s Day weekend, May 9 
and May 10, and frem there on 
in the church is open every 
Saturday and Sunday from 10 
a.m. to 5 plm. all through the 
supi.mer,” she said.

Older set embraces computers, 
reaches out via the Internet

FULLERTON, Calif. — IIioubIi 
shu iLses it to steady herself tvhen 
walking, Pnt Holtz’s cane sics 
uniLSod when she surfs, llie Net, 
llint is. 

‘T like surfing tind seeing wliat’s 
new," said Holtz, 78, of her daily 
adventures on Uio World ^Vide Web. 

Holtz has joined a growing 
group of senior citizens Jogging 
onto computers and shedding the 
stereotype of how retired people 
arc supposed to spend their time. 

According to a 1995 survey con- 
ducted by SeniorNet, an online 
service for senior dozens, 30 per- 
cent of people ages 55 to 75 own 
computers. This figure is up 9 per- 
cent from a similar survey con- 
ducted only 18 months previously. 

Holtz’s experience mirrors that of 
other seniors. For nearly 25 years, 
computers were gadgets other 
members of Holtz’s family used. 
The technology sat in her house, 
but her hands didn’t touch it. 

*T don’t have time, I don't have 
time," Holtz told her children 
when they tried to endee her to use 
computers. But then she moved to , 
Morningside Continuing Care” 
Retirement Community in Fuller- 


ton, Calif., — and things clinngcd. 

“When I moved in hero, I .sud- 
denly had time,” she Siiid. 

/\nd she has used tlint time to 
gain knowledge about computers. 
Holtz bought her first personal 
computer iV years ago and just 
upgraded in April. 

"1 surf the Web and send a lot 
of e-mail," Holtz said, ";md 1 make 
lots of birthday cards ... Cluistmas 
cards." 

Don Pease, who tcadies comput- 
er classes at the Continuing Learn- 
ing Experience center in Fuller- 
ton, says some elderly people fed 
it’s not worth their time to learn 
computer technology so late in life. 

Of those who take die plunge into 
the latest wave of computer tedinol- 
ogy, it’s frequendy because of prod- 
ding by a diild or granddtild. 

“It is an intcrgcncradonol kind 
of thing,” said Pease, who is 66. 
“Grandmas and grandpas get 
hooked e-mailing” tlieir grandchil- 
dren, then they deride it’s woitli 
looking into further. 

"It’s much easier to sit down 
tuid type out a few lines and send 
it” via e-mail rather than write an 
endre letter longliand, put it in an 
envelope, address it and find a 
stomp, said Edward Woorc, 76, 


The resident of Lei.saro World in 
Laguna Hills, Calif., stays in touch 
with a former foreign-exchange 
student who has returned home to 
Vienna, Austria. 

Holtz recently found herself 
imploring the last of her sLx chil- 
dren to get E-mail so the entire 
family will be connected. She 
tlunks she persuaded him. 

Finances also draw senior citi- 
zens to computers, Pease said. “A 
lot of seniors are trying to keep 
track of their investments,” he said, 
and programs such as Quicken are 
a big help in monitoring spending 
and income, and balancing the 
checkbook. Woore updates his 
stock portfolios via die Internet. 

Genealogy is also a dratv, Pease 
said, while others are attracted by 
the ability to make graplucs and 
collages using pictures of them- 
selves or their grandkids. 

“I know one person — they 
send pictures of their grandkids 
over die Internet," Pease said. 

His Continuing Learning Exper- 
ience at California State Univeraty, 
Fullerton, teaches approximately 
150 people each year. By the end of 
the summer, Pease said, CLE 
should have 10 computers in both 
of its state-of-the-art computer labs.

It’s best that children sleep in own beds 


Q. In one of your books you say 
youni; children, even babies, 
should sleep in their own beds. 
Wliat law or reason, other than 
“society,” demands that children 
sleep alone? You arc obviously 
unaware that before the present 
century, children and parents 
sleeping together was the norm 
and that in most primitive soci* 
etlcs this is still the case. It would 
seem, therefore, that this' is the 
more natural arrangement. 

A. The fact that a certain prac- 
tice was typical of our ancestors 
or is today common to agrarian 
and nornadic tribal cultures may 
qualify it as more "natural,” but 
let us not confuse “natural” with 
most desirable or healthy. 

•If'the two were synonymous, 
Dur expeacd life spans would not 
have more than doubled over the 
course of historical time. 
Consider the purification of 
drinking u-ater, centralized 
sewage disposal and sanitary 
methods of food preparation, to 
riame but a few “modern" prac- 
tices tliat would hardly qualify — 
by your definition, at least — as 
“natural." 



Furthermore, by using aborigi- 
nal cultures as the standard of 
right and proper child-rearing, 
logic (in shon supply these days, 
it would seem) would then dic- 
tate that we embrace genital 
mutilation of young girls — still 
practiced by some African unbes 
— and the killing of female new- 
borns — still practiced in some 
rural Asian cultiues — a.s “natur- 
al." ^ the words of today’s teen, I 
don’t think so. 

Regarding historical antece- 
dents, where, in other cultures 
and in other times, children have 
slept with their parents, there 
were no other options. 

It would have been impractical, 
perhaps even deadly, for the pre- 
historic family to hold out for 
nothing less than a two-bedroom 


cave. Nor does it make sense for 
nomadic peoples to lug two-bed- 
room tents from site to site or 
Eskimos to waste valuable time 
and energy building two-bedroom 
igloos. In America’s past, further- 
more, where one found parents 
and children sleeping together, it 
was out of necessity (i.c. to keep 
wann) rather than out of choice. 

The characteristics of the par- 
ticular culture dictate how this 
issue will be handled. Perhaps in 
cultures where children usually 
sleep with their parents, they 
iiave evolved other ways of “cut- 
ting the cord.” The adolescent 
puberty rites of some native cul- 
tures would be a prime example. 
In Western cultures, however, the 
separation of child and parents at 
bedtime is, I am convinced, cru- 
cial to the development of auton- 
omy. 

Sleeping in his or her owm bed 
helps establish that the child is 
an individual ivith a clear identi- 
ty. In addition, parents sleeping 
togcihcr and separate from the 
child strengthens the child’s view 
of the marriage as the most 
imponant relationship witliin the 


family. A child who sleeps with 
his or her parents is in danger of 
not achieving these understand- 
ings, of coming to the inexpress- 
ible conclu.sicn that the marri.ige 
is a threesome. 

Having said all that. I would (as 
I said in the same book) under 
certain circumstances bend the 
general rule. 

For c.xample, 1 find nothing 
wrong with having newborns 
sleep in their parents’ bedrooms 
(albeit not in their parent's beds) 
for a few months, or letting diil- 
dren come temponirily into their 
parents’ beds during illness or 
periods of stress such as might 
follow a significant death or a 
house fire. 

But aside from e.xcepiions such 
as these, I say “Children to their 
own beds at an early hour!"

• Distractability. Can you child 
stay focused on a task even if 
there are distractions around?

Batman’s biggest changes, 
though, have been a result of 
natural comics evolution. 
Different writers and different 
generations have i^ch their 
imprints. 

Creators Boh Kane- and Bill 
Finger gave binh to a dark-night 
avenger, a loner, in 1939. 

But Batman began to mellow 
out with the introduction the 
next year of Robin. In the mid- 
’50s, the Bat family grew and 
grew, to include Banvoman, Bat- 
Girl, Bat-Mite, even Bat-Hound. 
Settings changed from dark 
alleys to distant planets as sci-fi 
adventurds took over. 

As the ‘60s began, the Bat fam- 
ily shrank back to Batman and 
Robin and stories veered back to 
more realism. 


Then came the “Batman” TV 
show, sparking a brief but furi- 
ous Bat-craze (Holy ratings suc- 
cess!) and scaring into the 
national consciousness the image 
of Batman not as a dark avenger 
but a master of camp. 

By the start of ilie ‘70s, thougli, 
the “Batman” show was history 
and Bat-feyer had cooled. Writer 
Dennis O’Neil and artist Neal 
Adams helped bring Batman full 
circle, returning the atmosphere 
of mystery and angst. 

Thai’s basically the Batman of 
today. 

O’Neil, now the group editor of 
the Bat books, wrote in a recent 
Previews about the different 
incarnations of Batman. “Batman 
is, now and forever, a work in 
progress,” O’Neil concluded.

A s A KID GROWING UP IN THE BRONX 
in New York City, Tom Stanley awd to 
go on Sunday walks with his father, a 
I high school dropout who worked as a 
i subway motoiman.

I near us, and point out the big houses," 
I Tom recalled. The sight of such ex* 
I travagont wealth awed this young boy 
K who was being raised in a flat — and 
I dismayed him os well. "I would look at 
families like the Rockefellers or the Vanderbilts and ' 
think it was predetermined that they would be rich,” he 
recalled. "After all, they had inherited money." 

Tom Stanley, now S3, never thought he could be 
wealthy. Neither did Bill Danko. This alTIuent man. 
prematurely gray at 4S, lost his father when he was 5.

His mother struggled to keep their family together 
while she cared for Bill's quadriplegic brother. "I 
learned a lot about tenacity from her,” Bill told me. 

Today. Tom Stanley and Bill Danko are not only 
rich, but they also ore two of the country's leading ex- 
perts on how to become rich. After all, they've been 
studying millionaires since 1973. Both men wear good 
but not flashy clothing and drive sturdy but not ex*

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pensive cars. I visited Suinley and Danko to find out 
about a startling contention they moke: that many of 
the people reading this article con become million- 
aires — without winning the lottery. 

There arc more than 3 million households in this 
country with mote than SI million in net worth, Stanley 
and D^ko pointed out Most millionaires are not the 
lavish-spending aristocrats you might expect Instead, 

-I they are people who have stoned their own business- 
es — from garbage recycling to photocopying stores. 
And, surprisingly, they are far more li^Iy to accu- 
mulate millions of dollars than doctors or lawyers. 
Many millionaires ore immigrants; many more ore 
first- or second-generation Americans. "Russians do 
extremely well in this country,” Stanley noted. “So 
do Israelis. It's not just immigrants, though. It's peo- 
ple who have a tremendous amount of discipline and 
who understand and appreciate the United States.” 

Stanley and Danko telicve that becoming a million- 
aire has more to do with thrift than with earning a high ; 
income. Most of the millionaires they've interviewed I 
have wives or husbands who are even more frugal | 
than they are. One man gave his wife a gift of stock 
worth S8 million. She thanked him and thm went back 
to clipping supermarket coupons. Another man de- 
clined a glR of a Rolls-Royce from his associates be- 
cause he thought it was too ostentnUous for his lifestyle. 

People who inherit their wealth are more likely to 
spend it on luxuries. That may account for why they 
arc the minority of American millionaires. "We found 
that 86% of millionaires ore flrst-gcneiation [million- 
aires]," Stanley said. 

Stanley and Danko became experts on millionaire.^ 
by accident. In 1973, Stanley was a newly minted as- 
sistant professor of marketing at the State University 
of New York at Albany; Danko was one of his students. 
TTtty decided to do asurvey on the financial needs and 
altitudes of people in low-, middle- and high-wealih 
categories. "Only 8% of the people in the bottom group 
responded, and only 15% in the middle,” Stanley ex- 
plained. "But 42% of the top group answered. I want- 
ed to get tenure, and I knew the chances of getting 
published were greater if you had a big response rale, 
so I decided to concentrate on the afllucnt." 

The first time the two brought a group of million- 
aires together to talk about their attitudes, both men 
were shocked. "I thought I had walked into the wrong 
room,” Stanley told me. Instead of gold watches and 
jewelry, fur coats and imported silk suits, they sow a 
roomful of people dressed in clothing purebred off 
the rack. The parking lot outside was filled with Fords, 
GM cars and Qiryslcrs, with not n Jaguar or Rolls- 
Royce to be seen. That first observation was borne 
out by years of research. “Wc found that 37% of mil-

Radioactivity odds up: Two and a half 
cubic yards of high-level nuclear waste (the 
amount produced by a typical power plant 
in a year) are much more dangerou.s than 
one cubic yard. In other words, those un- 
derground test sites ore already a problem. 
Moving additional waste there would Just 
moke a bad situation worse. 

Other ideas also considered and di.scard- 
ed (again, so far) include sending the waste 
into pennanent orbit and shooting it straight 
into the Sun.
